Charles  Haasden  Bailey  Son  of  Charles  •  Jane  Hobbines  Bailey  bom  in  the 
little  town  of  Honley  To rkshi re  ngland  lu&ust  31st  1839.  horn  of  humble 
parents.  Cy  father  was  t  stone  cutter  by  trade  however  fee  could  cut  or 
delve  stone  from  the  quarrey  and  was  a  very  hard  worker,  very  strong,  more 
th*n  average  in  size,  about  six  feet  in  height,  weight  175.  *hen  he  was  him¬ 
self  he  was  kind  to  his  family  wit  he  was  one  of  those  kind  of  men  that 
lacked  fortitude  and  was  very  easily  leu  by  company  to  drink  and  many 
times  he  lost  his  manhood,  sad  would  get  drunk.  It  was  then  he  would  be  un¬ 
kind  ana  many  timet  abuse  his  family  drinking  up  all  hie  wages  and  this 
made  home  very  unpleasant.  Mother  was  a  small  woman  but  full  of  Lnergy 
high  spirited  and  could  not  stand  drinking  an  in  particular  to  be  abased 
els  o,  for  speak  she  would  under  these  or  any  other  circumstances  as  that 
was  her  nature,  but  she  was  &  kind  and  levin  woman  after  one  got  acquainted 
with  her.  bhe  loved  her  family  dearly,  and  always  wanted  them  to  appear 
in  society  being  well  clf.d  always-,  attending  sundry  school  and  church  every 
bun  day.  She  was  very  religiously  inclined,  a  firm  believer  in  the  Bible  and 
was  thoroughly  conversant  with  the  tfible  in  early  life.  I  commenced  going 
to  Sunday  school.  I  veil  remember  the  first  time  l  •  ent  with  ry  sisters  Hairy 
Ann,  and  Sarah.  &ch  took  by  the  har>  to  s  chool.  Tide  would  be  at- for©  I 
was  three  years  old,  And  1  always  went  with  the  firls  every  Sunday  morning, 
fhe  school  we  went  to  was  the  Church  of  England  or  the  Kpiscoml  church. 

A*  1  grew  older  I  went  to  there  day  school  which  belonged  to  the  Same 
Church  but  1  well  remember  the  first  day  I  went,  the  ©chool  master  or 
teacher  took  me  end  tried  me  with  the  -lphabet  and  X  went  through  the 
letters  every  way  he  could  try  m.  And  then  he  took  me  through  the  next 
grade  and  he  found  me  up  {■?  veil  in  that  as  th<  other,  so  he  tryed  re 
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with  th  thirl’d  grede  and  found  me  (l)  very  well  xso  with  that  however  he 
kept  188  in  the  third,  gmd e  and  asked  me  who  h~d  been  teaching  me.  I  sold  him 
mother  hr  d  tawdit  aw.  "4  said  I  vlah  all  mothers  vould  do  that.  1  found 
that  I  had  a  good  stsrt  and  I  kept  on  poina  to  school  xadtil  t  vai  about 
seven  years,  old,  vj^sti  T  went  with  one  of  r.y  play  mtes  to  th<-  woolen  factory, 
and  the  boss  wanted  me  to  ■•:>  to  work  also.  So  I  worked  that  day  ft.nl  after 
C  ©amirs  g  home  In  the  'vetiir.^  mother  asked  bo  where  I  Had  been  so  T  told  her  and 
she  was  undecided  whether  to  let  mo  ;*>  or  not  but  on  account  of  our  circus- 
stances  she  thought  I  caul ’  p>  and  make  °  little  but  I  must  go  to  the 
Saturday  night  school  if  I  went  to  the  f  ctory.  ?hi«  1  did  however.  lie 

school  teacher  Joseph  Doikersley  was  very  sorry  to  have  a©  ouite  school  but  he 
sal  I  would  ^  hi  vwd<  •••";.  8  little  better. 

He  took  great  pains  -4th  n<»  "both  on  •  (■  turd? y  -4  -bt  and  Vunday  4-  school  as 
he  had  the  charge  of  the  SuaA&y  school  alro,  so  T  kart  on  working  half  time  and 
the  other  half  went  to  School  until  I  reached  the  age  of  lev  on  years  then  I 
was  pass  d  for  full  time.  8  boy  of  aqr  *ge  it  «**  SO  trouble  for  me 

to  nass  however  the  master  of  the  factory  vac  liable  as  no  one  should  pass 
for  fall  time  until  they  were  thirteen  ye-  rs  old.  I  -.-ell  remember  the

me  to  stand  on  my  feet  which  1  die  and  h.  looked  .4  me  and  t  was  afraid 
he  would  condemn  m*.-  bu*  ha  said  alright  yon  will  lo.  In  going  back 
a  little?,  to  my  Sunday  School  days,  !  aey  say  that  I  had  the 
Church  of  ngland  Catechism  off  by  heart  an*'  .;  d  to  reseat  then  often  to 
visitors,  that  would  co*«  to  visit  the  school  on  -imdfty  Corning.  Someti  ate 
some  of  them  would  ire  me  -  little  for  ret? tin  :•  it  kr  thorn,  Vbout  this 
time  I  had  Joined  e  cricket  club  es  ?•  number  of  us  little  fella-  s  had  rot 
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together  an*  formed  a  Club  both  tunning  r'eem  end  rlayinv  cricket  -ind  ve 
got  to  he  fit  good  Club.  X  vae  the  fastest  mnner  in  the  whole  country 
X  was  running  olmomt  ell  the  tire  (?)  hut  I  did  not  olov  in  a  Match  at. 
often  ae  I  would  here  liked  to  hero  done  as  we  always  h*d  a  race  on  when 
vo  had  e  cricket  end  for  fear  X  should.  get  crippled  I  did  not 

play  and  in  ay  racing  X  rl-?ay«  boat  my  men.  T  remember  my  school 
teacher  c* lling  me  to  him  and  s  i--'  to  ne  Ch  rles  yon  are  always  naming 
r»cet  don*t  you  think  it  will  lead  you  ast  'ey  so  that  you  era  a  man  running 
you  will  perhaps  take  to  drinking  like  your  father.  X  said  I  hone  not.  He  ask¬ 
ed  me  how  mother  ami  the  firls  took  it.  X  told  him  not  very  well  as  they 
felt  as  you  do  afraid  t  might  get  to  drinking.  Very  veil,  now  maid  he,  Charles 
be  very  careful  what  you  do  but  said  he  I  an  glad  to  hear  yon  always  best 
when  you  run.  T  think  the  record  s.r 1  1  I  h,  d  run  14  races  and  lost  but  one  and 
that  vao  accidently  hen  I  wa?  10  or  11  yea ra  old.  ?y  father  vent  to  d  link¬ 
ing  and  because  mother  would  not  stand  for  it  he  left  horn-1  for  11  week*  after 
drinking  3  months  wyes  un  and  breaking  every  thing  in  the  house  end  abusing 
mother  he  thought  he  had  better  leave  so  he  vent  -way  for  13  week*  during 
that  time  we  mot  everything  fixed  uo  end  war  doing  nicely  when  he  cam*-  to  the 
house  one  night  and  asked  to  core  back  nd  promised  to  do  better  but  we 
knew  better.  However  mother  would  try  hi®  again  as  sh*-  hr  d  done  many  times 
before.  H'e  did  some  better  for  a  little  while  when  he  did  the  #e»e 
again  and  again.  T;»‘hen  I  was  about  13  ye-.ce  old  we  moved  into  X.ankeshire 
to  work  in  the  cotton  factory  or  I  should  have  maid  previous  to  this  time 
our  Cousin  arey  A.  Wheel ock  a*  de  us  a  visit.  She  had  a  beautiful  little 
child  about  seven  months  old.  She  was  a  Latter  day  Mil  and  the  first  one 
I  over  saw.  Cyrus  H.  Vheelock  was  a  president  over  3  conferences  in  England. 
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Fe  came  end  preached  in  the  open  sir  that  vaa  the  first  Sermon  we  had  heard 
in  that  part  of  the  country,  St«  A,  heelock  stopped  with  ub  for  about  two 
months  conversing  with  different  ones  on  the  -eripturas  when  she  would  show 
up  the  bible  all  right  and  the  (Jo sp -.1  ancd  could  down  any  th&t  oame  to  talk 
with  her  when  she  went  home  Sarah  went  with  her  *  a  they  had  formed 
an  fttt  hswnt  to  e.-.ct:  other  ■  t  • . .  *th#gr  concluded  to  let 

her  go  with  Mary  end  nurse  the  tetf.  After  awhile  fl  K&jgy  Ann  want  to 

see.  Sarah  and  the  ij)  folks  and  strand  to  say  both  vae  baptized  into  the 
Mormon  C-hurch  in  a  few  rsonths  after  this  uncle.  m.  ^roomherd  who  had 
been  In  the  church  ?.wj  r resident  of  »  branch  vi  ritrd  us  on  his  was  to  Liver¬ 
pool  his  family  ,  .one  to  &tak  on  -  r  before  ana  h-  .A  on  us.  I  shall 

never  forget  the  ‘-Tuesday  ev< aing  he  came  to  visit  us.  A  class  leader  in  the 
-.pi sc^l  Church  met  at  our  hous- to  hold  meeting  md  he  preach «d  his  doctrine 
which  did  not  suit.  xd  the  privilege  to  spas k  and  Mr, 

tykes  the  p reecher  gave  uncle  -m.  1  -  mortunity  to  speak  and  he  did  speak 
and  no  mistake  he  knocked  the  other  mane  doctrine  ~11  to  splinters. 

Mrs.  Sykes  was  much  put  out  end  raid  he  would  not  com-  any  more  and  I  we® 

gl*f  te  beer  that  for  I  did  not  want  to  h&va  him  come  any  more,  Next 

uncle  left  uc  for  Liv  rood  bid  u*  goo?  bye  sir  said  be  would  come  into 

the  church  before  long,  * nt  If  I  often  thought  of  thoee  word®  but  it 

va.su* t  Ion-  before  it  c-  m  to  pass,  for  as  I  was  saying  before  we  moved 
to  Lankenshire  an  in  the  mean tine  the  girls  come  home  from  estbroon- 
wick  v-here  they  hsc  been.  ry  A.  heelock  had  goiu.  l&o  tc  Utah  while 
we  was  at  Mosley  in  A ehtou  under  line,  .  e  want  to  |  ShtoS, 

There  '■*.  t  ft  1  r '  e  branch  of  the  church  n  we  b  ood  time  there  after 


the  afternoon  meeting  we  went  to  to*  with  old  father  Lee  of  Ashton  and  Cyrus 
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F,  hemlock  was  with  ub  and  as  we  sat  do^n  to  te  he  opened.  letter  and 
rwtrl  of  the  death  of  his  little  •*irl  who  had  died  in  lit.  Louie.  lle» 
bheelock  was  much  affected  in  loosing  his  little  girl  however  had  to. sneak 
in  the  evening  meeting  on  Celestial  Triage  in  the  oath  of  May  165?. 
biaters  •  ary  Ann,  *#rah  ayself  vent  on  a  vi:-it  to  west  j> rooawtek  to 
some  of  our  Relatives  expecting  to  he  gone  ton  days  out  after  we  had 
been  gone  one  week  we  received  word  from  Mother  telling  us  to  Eton  ut 
there  and  sho  would  come  up  as  father  had  "seen  on  a  drunk  in  spree  eves 
since  we  had  been  gone  and  had  d eaten  her  and  abused  her  shameful  and 
had  gone,  bhe  did  not  know  (h)  where  however,  ^he  sold  oust  of  the  thin.-® 
and  came  ur>  with  the  rest  and  /paper  torn;  two  or  three  ward©  missing/. 

In  June  185?  Mother  and  myself  was  baptized  in  the  Wectbroomuch  bath¬ 
house  by  John  Taylor  a  local  Alder  and  was  confirmed  by  Alder  James 
bowers  president  of  the  branch,  >e  refined  there  10  month©  I  worked  in 
(Usances  Glass  Forks  got  food  wages  10  shilling  per  we  k  but.  there  v.»s 
nothing  for  girls  to  do  in  that  part  of  the  country  and  ve  moved  to 
aneheeter  where  the  girls  got  good  work  and  I  got  a  g odd  Job  of  work 
but  the  wage®  was  not  so  good  as  at  -estbiuonwich  but  we  got  along 
very  nicely  furnished  the  house  very  veil.  A©  identified  ourselves 
with  the  inches ter  branch  which  numbered  four  hundred  La into  the 
conference  numbered  about  1800  saints  during  the  time  we  lived  in 
•anchester.  be  was  expecting  to  here  some  tidings  of  father  but  we 
never  heard  one  word  expecting  he  was  dead  or  had  met  with  an  accident 
during  the  time  he  was  on  a  spree. 

W®  remained  in  Manchester  until  the  fall  of  165b  when  in  November  16th 
X65h  we  received  word  to  be  at  Liveyool  on  the  ?0th  to  set  ;  il  on  the  ?3rd. 
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Manchester  where  the  girl©  got  good  work  and  I  got  a  good  of  work 
hut  the  wage©  was  not  so  ^ood.  ? s  at  -estbrooowich  out  w©  got  ©long 
very  nicely,  furnished  the  house  very  well,  »e  Identified  ourselves 
with  the  Manchester  Branch  which  numbered  four  hundred  Salute  the 
conference  numbered  shout  1$00  Saint e  during  the  tiae  v#  lived  in 
Manchester.  H#  was  expecting  to  here  some  tidings  of  father  hut  we 
never  heard  on©  word,  ©meeting  he  was  dead  or  had  met  with  an  accident 
during  th@  time  h©  w&n  on  a  eur ee. 

Vie  remined  in  andh ester  until  the  fall  of  1854  when  in  .November  16th 
1854  we  received  word  to  be  at  Liverpool  on  the  ^Oth  to  set  sail  on  the  ?3rd. 
W©  arrived  all  safe  on  the  20th  at  Liverpool  and  on  the  22nd  embarked  on 
the  ship  Hollies  for  few  Orleans  After  we  had  ell  got  on  hoard  --nd  had 
gene  to  bed.  during:  the  night  *  terrible  gale  cam©  form  the  Irish  channel 
and  took  our  ship*©  anchor  enc  all  and  took  over  to  the  *'ew  Brighton  side 
of  the  liver  crey  as  we  was  in  the  diver  ready  for  to  set  sail  in 
the  morning  and  a  tug  boat  wot  crossing  the  river  in  the  night  and  the 
wind  took  the  boat  and  dashed  her  into  our  ship  damaging  her  very  much  on 
the  morning  of  the  2 3rd  when  wa  were  expecting  to  sell  we  found  her  to  he  on 
her  side,  when  the  tide  went  out  and  was  a  difficult  matter  to  get  her 
righted,  however  in  the  afternoon  as  the  tide  came  in  &  heavy  gale.  Cane 
fora  the  Irish  Channel  and  took  a  small  ship  called  ©  Brigg  loaded  with 
wheat  and  sent  her  direct  (5)  (paper  torn,  two  or  three  words  missing) 
Breaking  our  bulwarks  and  while  the  two  ship©  was  in  the  condition 
(word  sitting)  Craft  or  slack  flat  and  the  wind  took  her  in  bet  aeon 
the  two  ships  and  it  was  a  terrible  to  get  them  all  apart  it  took  two 
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hours  to  clear  them  away  so  ve  could  start  that  day  and  the  shio  sprang 
a  leak  and  some  government  inspectors  cant  on  board  to  se<  what  da sags 
she  had  sustained.  The  word  war  given  that  she  was  not  fit  or  pre¬ 
pared  to  stand  the  voyage  so  we  wes  brought  hack  Into  Part,  we  vent 
to  hunt  up  lodging®  end  ve  remained  In  Liverpool  until  the  17th  of  January 
1855  when  we  embarked  on  the  fine  Clique rship  named  Charles  Buck  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  17th  hid  farewell  to  the  Old  count  iy  th?  t  gsve 
us  hirth.  “•  f ter  we  had  been  out  on  the  sea  3  weeks  the  Sailors  said  ve 
would  he  in  lev  Orleans  in  about  5  weeks  hut  not  so  for  I  remember  on 
a  Sunday  morning  when  ve  met  together  on  deck  to  hold  meeting  the  Captain 
came  out  in  hie  tan  poling  Suit  end  called  -11  hands  on  deck  end  I 
tell  you  there  -as  not  much  time  *or  &  black  soual  came  up  end  it-  was 
e vfol  wind  and  r  in.  irst  mats  said  it  was  as  had  a  storm  ac  he  had 

ever  seen  end  it  lasted  6  days,  *ea  rolling  nomnVlns  his**  and  our  little 
craft  rolled  about  like  a  piece  of  wood  and  the  crew  was  afraid  we  was 
doomed.  Jut  I  had  no  feer  then  for  I  was  to  yom  to  realise  the  danger 
we  was  is.  Bat  I  should  fear  now  as  I  can  look  hack  and  vender  how  in  the 
world,  those  ships  ever  gall  the  trips  hut  the  Lord  as  ever  watched  his 
people  in  crossing  the  sea.  dine©  the  year  XBJf  for  non®  has  ever  gone  down 
either  sailing  or  steam  vessel®  but  all  has  crossed  safe  ur>  to  the  ye  r 
1905*  We  arrived  in  Wew  Orleans  on  the  15th  of  Ihrot  1855  making  8  weeks  and 
4  days  crossing  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  We  remained  there  for  two  days  when  we 
arrived  or  before  we  tied  tip  to  the  warf  land  sharks  in  the  (6)  shape  of 
men  cams  along  the  side  of  the  shir  in  little  saal  teste  and  dimed  upon 
hoard  and  they  came  so  thick  and  fast  that  isro.  Balentlseh&d  to  station  a 
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guard  to  prevent  them  from  .going  down  in  among  the  passengers  and  some 
of  the®  were  very  impudent  and  was  going  down  any  hwo  but  the  guard  made 
a  stand  and  said  if  any  one  tried  it  he  would  do  it  at  his  oerll  hat  they 
did  not  go  down  or  there  would  have  been  bloodshed. 

On  the  Evening  of  the  l?th  commenced  piling  our  luggage  down  the  gang  way 
on  to  the  steamboat  Michigan.  There  was  between  5  and  6  hundred,  passengers 
on  our  ship  and  about  400  from  another  that  set  sail  from  Liverpool  the 
same  time  of  day  that  we  did.  Her  name  was  *?  earnest  and  besides  the  tvo 
shin  loads  there  was  other  v  seen  ;ers  fast  c?  bin  and  Steerage  making  in 
all  not  lees  than  1100  ©  had  a  time  to  find  our  luggage  all  riled  together 

Right  came  and  we  had  to  §l&sp  best  way  we  could  for  that  Sl#t. 

..■•’ext  we  had  to  hunt  around  and  find  our  things.  It  took  us  about  1?  days  to 
get  to  st.  Louis  as  there  was  h savy  current  river  was  rising  are  break- 
on  up.  Large  trees  earning  down  the  river  the  vleeiselppi  and  Chio  and  Missouri 
Livers  all  rising  made  a  large  stream  sx id  a  heavy  current  and  the  trees 
would  get  into  the  wheels  ans  emaoh  them.  hen  we  would  hnve  to  stop  and 
repair  and  ell  together  rad©  ue  about  3  days  longer  than  we  should  have 
been,  however  we  arrived  at  4,  Louis  on  the  29th  of  -arch  in  the  evening 
dark  and  e  hed  to  get  off  the  aeat  and  gat  our  luggage  on  the  warf  and 
fix  the  best  w©  could  for  the  ni^bt  to  sleep.  other,  two  sisters  end  myeelf 
got  cur  boxes  and  walled  them  around  and  spread  a  tent  over  and  then  we 
got  inside  and  laid  there  till  morning.  ?he  tent  we  had  was  made  at  sea, 
coming  along  :  ary  Ann  m'-.  Larah  offer  making  or  help  to.  make  k  0  or  50  tents 
coming  and  kept  one  so  we  made  use  of  it  as  I  mentioned.  The  next  dsy  the  30th 
of  March  (?)  cousin  Benjamin  broomhead  came  down  with  a  teas  and  took  us  into  his 
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house  he  and  hie  wife  Sarah  made  us  very  welcome  and  was  as  kind  as  could 
be.  'hey  had  been  here  in  t.  2*oui s  about  3  ye^rs,  ,  n  was  very  comfortable, 
e  renal  net!  there  about  6  days  and.  recruited  uo  a  little  and  the  folks  did 
some  washing  etc.  On  the  5th  of  April  we  embarked  on  the  steamboat  Golden 
btate  and  in  the  afternoon  we  started  up  the  Crest  *  lesouri  diver  ? fter 
traveling  slow  as  the  wster  in  some  of  the  plaeee  was  very  shallow,  There 
was  one  of  the  boat  hands  vss  at  the  front  of  the  heat  throwing  ?  lead 
attached  to  the  end  of  a  roue  to  see  how  deep  the  water  was.  Sometime*  he 
would  say  no  bottom  but  not  often  the  next  throw  would  5  feet  then  h  then 
eometiB©  on  the  Sand  her.  Then  what  a  work  to  get  her  off  the  Sand  bar. 

But  we  arrive-'  at  Atchison  on  the  9th  of  April .  Hchison  was  just  laid  of 
for  a  City  hut  there  was  only  6  houses  there  and  then.  And  no  lending 
for  the  boat  hut  ve  got  of  her  all  right  and  about  one  hour  abest  3  teams 
cem  to  move  u?  out  ?  miles  to  ■•same  our  first  camp.  This  was  the  first  time 
I  had  ever  saw  oxen  work.  J  asked  the  ~nr- n  to  let  me  drive.  He  ..g-v©  me  the 
whip  'but  the  old  fellows  did  not  c*  re  to  be  freve  by  a  gr»  on  horn  however. 

•  e  got  to  our  home  or  canto  and  Pitched  our  tent  end  in  a  t&v  day?,  felt 
cult©  at  home.  *e  had  four  mm  be  si  dot  ei  nkififi  8  in  number,  in 

a  few  days  we  commenced  to  wotfe  making  &  landing  for  bo;  ts  and  making 

streets  some  working  at  saw  mill  and  at  different  kinds  e  k.  We  worked 
for  about  6  weeks  in  Atchison  in  company  with  TO  others,  -ant  over  on  the 

other  side  of  the  river  to  work  in  Missouri  (8)  we  wan  ferried  over  we  was  there 

one  week  only  -nd  came  back.  Then  the  migration  commenced  coming  every 
boat  brought  ©  load  of  S&intr  till  we  soon  numbered  thousand $•  and  our  company 
moved  about  5  miles  to  ickory  -'rove.  «  called  it  orwon  -rove  end  we 
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commenced  wo rking  on  the  large  fern.  Some  nloving  some  planting  corn 
end  some  making  a  ditch  around  the  fern.  It  is  a  beautiful  farm.  ich 
land,  fhls  taken  for  the  outfitting  post  to  cross  the  oleins,  there  vse 
about  3000  saints  emigrated  that  year  1855.  ,!he.re  was  three  Tnf  ©pendent 
Companies  started  before  our  com^ny  got  ready.  However  just  before  we 
started  some  of  our  relatives  can©  on  the  last  ship  and  cane  to  the 
•  rove  ?  weeks  before  we  started,  "here  was  old  Gmama  Bobbins  over  93 
years  old  Aunt  Haney  James,  fery  Cyrus  ohbins.  >e  were  the  first 
of  the  13  ound  Company.  Our  relatives  came  in  the  second  company. 

e  started  on  our  journey  on  the  9?th  of  June,  and  then  started  the 
fun.  ---reen  cattle  -  aa  green  drivers  made  it  amusing.  Cattle  running 
a  way,  wagons  up  setting,  however  I  was  very  fortunate  ■yself  as  I  had  drove 
cattle  ever  since  1  came  to  Atchison  and  I  found  it  a  good  thing  we  had 
many  incidents  on  the  'my,  i.ots  of  acci  eats  also  after  we  had  traveled 
a  few  days  we  seen  lot#  of  Buffalo.  Sometimes  they  would  he  around  our 
camp.  Some  of  the  Brethren  shot  some  end  we  had  meat  to  eat.  --'hile  we 
was  traveling  along  the  little  Hue  diver,  when  Sister  ;&iy  *xm  s*s 
getting  into  the  wagon  she  was  sitting  on  the  wagon  ton,  ms  and  she  was 
giving  me  a  drink  of  water  when  all  at  once  she  fell  in  front  of  the 
wheel,  the  first  wheel  vent  over  her  cheat  nd  the  hind  wheel  vent  over 
her  jaw  breaking  it  to  pieces.  I  ran  to  pick  h©-<»  up  end  she  appeared  to  be 
dead  stiff.  I  called  on  some  of  the  Kldsrs  and  they  laid  their  hands  on  her

It  was  a  difficult  thing  to  do  hat  h©  set  it  very  >  ell 
and  she  inks  *?ble  to  move  along  (Q)  with  the  comurjay.  It  disfigured  her 
so»6  little  hat  considering  the  circumstances  it  was  &  miracle  that  she  was 
not  killed  on  the  spot.  I  may  say  also  that  where  %*jr  Ann  run  over 
was  the  place  where  Old  Grandma  -■‘©bins  laid  down  her  bo  by. 

There  was  eleven  accidents  on  the  iri~>}  8  runover,  3  shot.  5  died,  #eed 
was  very  noor  on  the  plains  th^t  year.  Lots  of  Cattle  lay  (''own  -nd  died  for 
lack  of  fa  d  etc.  ■•hen  we  came  to  fort  Laramie  ve  met  a  boat  500  Shoshone 
Indians,  Captain  Balentine  called  every  ».n  to  shoulder  his  goa  and  keen 
along  side  of  the  wagons  es  ouard  to  the  eorrosny,  then  we  camped  for 
noon  they  came  in  clouds  as  it  where,  beggin  *  for  sup-  r,  flour  etc.  trading 
and  while  they  ware  all  around  camp,  one  of  the  brethren,  or  young  man  was 
standing  with  e  gun  in  his:  h?-»d  playing  with  it.  "’he  went  of  end  shot 
tar  g  Imer  in  Hi  iaa  Shattering,  her  knee  all  to  pieces.  This  massed  a 
greet  ©rcl tnent  both  with  our  people  and  with  the  Indians.  They  got  on  their 
horses  end  prepared  for  battle  in  t  moment  but  when  they  gp  to  understand  what 
was  the  matter  they  came  into  com®  en  seemed  to  feel  very  sorry  at  the 
accident.  The  voor  woman  was  taken  back  to  La  mad©  and  she  suffered  terrible. 

'  .'hey  cut  h-r  leg  off  above  the  knee  but  they  had  to  cut  »%eve  again  and.  again 
and  she  finally  died.  This?  caused  a  sad  feeling  in  the  company  as  she  was  a 
beautiful  singer  and  the  life  o.  .  fen*  of  the  company*  had  the 

cholera  and  buried  3?  In  2  days.  Those  were  days  ©f  trial  to  one  that-  came 
along  to  Zion  while  others  came  singing  eongs  of  everlasting  joy  and  this 
was  the  travels  i  ,  fter  we  came  to  sweet  water  we  had  & 

stampede  in  the  day  fcj  all  run  a  si  3  tongues  etc. 
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however  in  about  half  day  all  as  repaired  nd.  we  moved  along  but  our 
provisions  In  the  whol#?  camp  wee  down  and  we  begun  to  feel  a  little  blue 
about  it,  but  in  a  few  -lays  we  met  4  wagons  loaded  with  flour,  ''hey  met 
us  on  little  (10)  Sandy  and  that  night  w®  h*d  a  dance  until  a  late  hour 
as  all  tbs  Company  felt  light  hearted .  By©  #ur!  by®  we  found  ourselves  in 
hew  teen  the  Big  and  little  M  a  about  15  miles  from  Salt  lake  City,  #e 
had  &  return  missionary  in  our  cnsroaay.  h#  was  Captain  of  ten.  his  name 
we.-  Captain  itt,  hr  a  been  O^pteia  and  leader  of  the  f%avoo  brass  band 

for  a  number  of  years  and  in  honour  to  him  the  band  boys  came  out  and 
met  his  and  they  had  a  great  time  all  sti  ght  and  I  was  one  that  hr .&  & 
great  time  un  in  the  mountains  guarding  the  cattle  ?;nd  I  could  hear  the 
n  play  ml  the  dancers  eu^oyinf-  themselves  all  ai^ht,  ?ert  morning 
ve  brought  up  the  cattle  and  in  a  short  time  all  was  cm  the  way  to  the 
city,  ‘'hose  on  foot  moving  -lone  ae  fast  as  they  could  to  see  the  great 
city  and  in  the  afternoon  ve  all  found  ourselves  in  the  city,  *'e  passed 
rl^ht  through  the  City  to  where  now  the  1  niversi ty  of  Ctah  stands.  Shore 
was  only  7  stores  in  the  City  at  that  tine,  oor  looking  houses  but 
we  felt  thankful  that  we  had  arrived,  ihie  was  on  the  2?th  of  Copt,  1855 
on  the  way  for  about  10  months.  After  we  settled  down  in 
our  tents  end  the  cattle  had  gone  to  the  church  yard  as  we  war  through 
with  them,  free! •-‘eats  Brigham  Young,  Heber  C,  ~iahall  and  others  of  the 
twelve  and  may  of  the  brothers  end  sisters  from  different  parts  of  the 
City  looking  ""or  relatives  *  friends,  ^ri.ham  r.ni  Ho  her  spoke  to  us  telling 
what  to  do  and  what  we  might  expect  being  in  ?.  new  country  end  unaouainted 
with  things  that  may  find  it  difficult  for  a  time  <ntil  we  got  acquainted* 
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with  the  country  and.  people  as  some  had  come  alone  no  relatives  here  and 
felt  a  little  lonesond  hut  friends  c->-a  and  said  if  they  could  hoop  the® 
and  they  soon  found  •  n  ac mint- nee  end  was  taken  to  their  homos  .-ad  I 
think  this  .  1  idened  the  (hearts)  of  those  voor  peoole  who  h  e  care  under  those 
conditions.  Nil  If  was  all  right  as  Cousin  Vu  Broomhe&d 

Cc- rus  with  «  tea®  -nn  took  uf  to  his  house  and  we  was  ■  t  boa®  r-$  we  found 
the  house  fursish<  *t  it  was  v  8st  («,  heed  W  £,  t  m  Cryru*  H, 

fheelock  wife,  hut  in  the.  spring  of  1855  she  went  to  California.  Aunt  Kate 
i  roonheed  and  two  (11 )  girls,  ->nna  -aria  -  Jane  then  young  -’iris  about 
16  and  16  years  old,  This  was  a  grsal  HS$$*il1  to  us  to  find  the®  gone, 
foes  we  arrived  here  as  they  ver-  the  first  to  receive  the  go  see!  in 
old  .&/!*ad  and  to  he  the  moasu  of  bringing  us  into  the.  church.  But  w© 
are  res&aidd  th: t  th  prize  is  to  those  that  endure  to  the  %nd.  <e 
remained  at  f®.  brooahe;-  3s  House  all  winter.  In  '-'etobar  the-  POth  the  rest 
of  our  relative?  arrived  in  Salt  Lake  City,  "hey  traveled  in  Obtain  Mil© 
Andrews  Company.  Crand mother  jxoMsis  died  ©a  the  Plains  on  the  little 
nlue  fiver  at  the  hip©  age  of  9^  years.  She  was  coming  -Ion*  vtth  *vunt 
Sandy  nobbing  pad  her  k  children  named  James,  Josenh,  ifetfjr  end  Cyrus.  They 
came  ©ad  lived  with  us  at  cousin  ‘*«.  in  the  17th  Ward,  I  si Jht  mention 
that  after  we  got  to  the  City  I  got  work  with  p  man  named  Crosby  and  went 
down  with  bin  and  a  couole  of  his  hoys  to  the  field  and  the  first  thing 
I  did  wf.s  cut-  com  and  we  lo-dr-d  the  wagon  box  with  fodder  and  started 
home.  On®  of  the  hoys  driving  th©  ox  team,  I  was  on  too  of  the  load  and  ©ft 
our  way  hose  in  turning  th©  corner  into  pin  street  the  oxm  pulled  off  to 
the  right  nd  the  boy  that  va  driving  didn’t  say  anything  and  the  wagon 
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dropped  into  a  ditch  and  I  slipped  off  with  a  lot  of  the  com  fodder 
end  had  the  basket  on  my  arm  that  held  the  dinner  dlehe*  end  I  fell  to 
the  ■H.oor  end  broke  my  left  arm.  X  walked  horn  and  mother  vent  with 
me  to  doctor  France.  X  was  in  great  pain  after  1  pot  it  set  until  after 
midnight  then  all  p&lB  ceased.  fltM  that  time  I  was  idle  for  about  six 
weeks.  As  soonss  I  eould  pet  work  I  vent  to  work  on  the  c&nnal.  I 
would  go  on  0  onday  sioraing  out  as  far  as  the  Penetentcry  end  would  go 
to  the  (’riet  diin  with  tty  SUek  sad  take  all  the  flour  I  could  get. 

Sometimes  bO  poun&r  end  (1?)  other  times  "0  lbs,  I  would  carry  it  horns 

rejoicing  for  flour  v*e  ?  scarce  article  those  d~ys,  fbe  grae*.  hoopers  had 

taken  all  or  nearly  so  all  the  rrein,  so  tnat  there  was  not  half  enough 
for  the  people  that  was  already  here.  o’-ever  1  worked  until  the  winter 
closed  us  ■  leh  was  In  the  month  of  mmtf  I856.  So  we  had 

breed  all  the  time  while  many  ’-ho  cam©  in  with  me  as  very  short  of 

bread,  •  hsn  the  work  shut  dom.  I  thought  X  ould  h-ve  to  3o  ? o»>- thin  ? 
during  the  tine  wa  had  be  s  got  ••  :nted  with  'urltn?  dives  the# 

living  in  Perth  tllow  reck,  now  called  illard  end  on  the  ?2nd  of  February 
1856  I  started  on  foot  for  illard  and  when  X  ot  to  Farmington  it  was  snow- 
to  beat  time.  However  X  kept  a  re  I  would  stou  for 

the  night*  but  after  traveling  till  dark  I  found  myself  ir  vrllltt  A#

after  walking  in  the  col*  and  snow  ell  d«y  and  then  in  a  hot  roox  I 
got  so  sleepy  I  could  not  keep  awake  to  e  ave  me  and  1  felt  that  the 
nan  and  woman  of  the  house  r^nha  ->e  thou  ht  I  was  lsry  hut  if  they 
had  felt  as  X  did  they  would  have  sympathise  with  me-.

"F.yr  I  fir*  :  t  fid  t!  -  nHM  them 
for  my  earner  and  bed  then  1  started  on  ry  journey.  There  we*  about  6  inches 
of  new  snow  and  1  h<  d  to  break  the  ro  .d  across,  the  sand  ridge  anc  a  cold 
wind  bloving  till  about  noon  (17)  bj  the  time  I  .ret  to  '*•  ebtr  I  me  very 

hungry  and  I  thought  X  would  go  in  to  one  house  or  another  and  ask  for 

something  to  eat  but  this  bc?ln&.  the  first  time  X  ever  needed  to  ask  for 

food,  it  was  a  hard  thing  to  «.o.  However  I  kept  on  going  until  I  got  to 

"'resident  errs  house  and  I  saw  s  lady  at  the  gate  end  I  venture  to  ask  her 

end  she  said,  why  you  come  in  my  boy  and  she  gave  a  loaf  of  bread,  molasses

end  milk.  However  she  cut  th-  fleet  die©  an-  then  left  at-  to  help  myself 

but  X  was  afraid  to  eat  enough  so  1  got  up  and  left,  not  half  satisfied 

but  I  felt  a  little  better  *nc  after  I  had  crossed  the  ogden  river  bridge 

e  nice  old  woman  eaae  to  the  gate  and  said  my  boy  you  look  tired.  Yes 

m-m  T  s*id  end  she  said  hungaxy  to  I  expect,  yes  man  X  replied. 

b*ys  she  wait  ard  I  will  se«-  v*  I  era  bring  you.  he  brought  nice  shorten*! 

bisketa  thehr  will  they  help  you.'  X  thaakao.  her  kindly  and  went  on  ray 
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way  and  at  11  o’clock  at  night  I  found  myself  at  Vurlara  Dive#  house 
he  was  not  ct  home,  was  out  with  ths  stork  In  Blue  Creek  hut  hie 
wife  and  his  mother  me  home  and  pa  triarch  Hyde  and  wife  and  son  was  there 
alee,  1%  how  tired  I  was  an’  foot  sore  ~nd  p  little  hungry  hut  I  rested  up 
and  in  a  few  days  1  felt  alright  end  tried  to  make  ray  self  hut  it 
wasn't  long  before  X  could  sing  the  old  sonr  of  home  sweet  home  there  is 
no  pipe©  like  home,  for  I  found  that  a  hoys  heat  friend  is  his  mother. 

It  took  some  time  before  X  could  feel  at  horn®  in  every  sense  but  as 
time  rolled  along  I  began  to  feel  more  at  home  after  about  one  week  had 
passed,  Vurlura  turns  home  from  Point  lookout  in  Garland  and  he  eeked  me  if 
I  would  like  to  go  out  there.  Of  course  X  didn't  like  to  say  no  as  it  was 
the  first  thine  he  had  asked  me  to  do  so  I  esid  yes  t  will  go  and.  try  it. 

X  had  never  been  on  a  horses  back  as  yet  but  I  thought  X  might  ?s  well 
commence  now  as  any  time,  ^his  *ve  on  Saturday  and  X  bed  to  sti-  rt  Holiday 
end  I  was  (lk)  wondering  ho*’,  I  tmld  get  along  not  being  acquainted  with 
riding  or  with  the  road  and  a  -ter  feet  stranger  in  the  country  rnd  el  so 
strange  to  the  ways  and  customs  of  the  country  and  people  and  bow  X 
should  he  able  to  got  along  when  night  come  on.  “’ovewsr  :  ondsy  came  end 
I  went  up  in.  the  fountain  esst  of  the  house  about  one  mile  an^.  found  the 
animal  that  I  was  to  ride  end  X  looked  at  her  and  wondered  If  she  could 
take  me  and  the  load  as  she  war  very  ooor  and  all  ths  ooor  thing  had 
got  to  eat  since  she  came  on  the  Friday  before  was  a  little  eras®  around 
a,  little  mod  spring  .  nd  about  two  quarts  of  oat  that  ths  boss  took  out 
of  his  seed  oats,  fills  '••inter  1855  ws»  one  of  the  hardest  winters  ever 
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yet  kSowaBd  what  made  it  worse,  the  winter  previous  he  A  ell  been 
so  as  stock  could  winter  out  and  people  never  got  un  ouch,  hay  and  then 
the  Grasshopper  bed  taken  every  thlnr  or  nearly  30,  the  Hay  'ror  was 
short  and  nearly  all  the  wheat  was  e? ten  up  hat  at  Dillard  *.s  It  is  now 
called  they  raised  about  twenty  five  thousand  hush  sis  of  wheat  nd  good 
crop  of  oats  and  barley,  corn  and  other  thin  *  that  were  not  rslsed  in  hut 
very  few  nieces  and  on  this  account  uaoule  all  over  was  mtorarared  for 
such  a  ’inter  a«  this  1855 »  and  the  people  also  at  everywhere  north  of 
■'ayeville  drove  their  stock  to  v  ange  north  west  of  Brigham.  That  was 
the  roe  eon  why  I  vent  out  there*  -took  ■•'??  s  dying  every  where,  'lie  church 
had  hundred?  of  cattle  and  horse®  in  Cache  Valley  at  that  time  and  lost  over 
two  thirds  of  the»  but  I  must  not  forget  to  state  how  I  act  along  m  t 
started  about  the  first  of  *%reb,  on  Monday,  Vurlua  saddled  up  the  poor 
mare  end  I  got  on  her  and  then  they  brought  a.  large  Sack  of  Grubb  and  I 
started  on  ray  journey  and  &oi  to  Brigham  and  enquired  the  road  of  a  mas, 
told  were  T  was  going.  He  out  m  on  the  road  so  I  went  along  till  1C  cam© 
to  the  big  Slough  and  it  looked  a  bad  place  for  me  to  cross  and  when  I 
got  to  the  middle  the  uoor  mere  mi  rod  down*  1  had  to  get  Into  the  water  and 
mud  and  then  1  spoke  tc  the  mare  and  she  jumped  u.-  and  splashed  me  all  over 
and  I  led  her  out  to  the  side  and  got  on  again  end  in  a  few  minutes  came 
to  two  roads  one  to  the  west  (15)  and  the  other  to  the  Worth  that  was  the 
one  T  should  have  takes  but  I  took  the  other  to  the  west  end  found  that 
I  had  got  to  th?-  end  of  the  road.  *eoth  bed  been  hauling  willows  from  the 
Beer  river  Inst  1  did  not  know  it  vae  bear  river  nd  I  went  on  to  it  as  it 
we- e  fro  sen  over  end  started  erst,  ‘The  snow  w*«  on  the  ice  so  t  T  could 
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not  tell  it  was  ft  river  but  I  came  into  the  cattle  road  afar  a  while 
which  mi  about  where  Corinne  is  now  situated.  It  w»s  then  near  sun 
down  and  after  I  had  gone  about  3  dies  I  met  an  Indian,  He  could  talk 
prett:  well  and  he  asked  me  were  I  was  going,  I  told  him  end  asked  him 
how  far  it  was  and  he  said  15  miles.  Shades  of  evening  was  coming  on 
and  my  clothes  wet  fro sen  on  me,  I  felt  cold  end  very  hungry  but  I 
would  not  take  time  to  eat  no  I  was  afraid  the  poor  animal  would  give 
out  vfith  me  but  we  kept  on  and  I  seen  a  light  bye  and  bye  but  to  ay 
euro  rise  it  was  an  Indian  Cezm  and  I  thought  I  would  be  eat  up  oare  and 
all,  .out  some  of  the  old  ladies  cane  out  of  her  tent  and  called  with 
others  and  so  1  asked  how  far  to  Coles  camp  and  one  of  the  bucks  hollo  red 
3  miles.  ell  I  thought  it  was  hard  to  do  but  X  keut  on  ray  way  end  in 
about  one  hour  I  arrived  all  safe  out  very  tired  and  cold.  Jaraes  Cole 
and  C.  Harding  was  there  and  they  made  a  fir©.  I  turned  out  the  oor  mar© 
to  find  h&r  own  grab.  I  sat  up  to  the  fire  and  soon  my  clothes  began  to 
smoke  and  ste&a.  I  ate  a  little  and  soon  got  sleepy  the  two  men  took  me 
in  between  them  and  I  soon  got  war®.  I  slept  sound  till  morning  and  then 
I  got  uc  and  looked  around  and  seen  lots  of  poor  cattle  and  I  wondered 
how  they  was  living  and  asked  the  other  men  what  the  stock  lived  on 
they  ©aid  grease  wood,  sage  and  what  little  grass  they  could  find  which  was 
not  much  as  the  -now  was  about  18  inches  deco  and  this  was  sy  first  trio 
for  ay  new  master,  I  remained  there  nbout  t\m  week©  an  our  provisions  gave 
out  and  they  told  me  I  could  come  in  end  they  would  look  after  the  ;  tock 
so  I  w&  glad  to  do  so  and  came  in  all  safe  end  (16)  sound.  ffcer  I  had 
been  home  for  e  few  days  I  thought  I  would  try  the  Kenyan  so  I  vent  and 
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took  a  yoke  of  Oxen  and  got  good  large  dray  of  maple  wood  amll  wood 
end  I  tore  all  my  riothes  of  my  back  almost,  -ometlme*  In  ^rril  the 

r 

winter  broke  ur  end  then  v@  vent  to  cleanin  dl tehee  &e.  end  next  was 
ploing  end  ary  boss  out  in  a  three  acre  patch  of  land  in  wheat  end 
•aid  I  could  have  It  for  f  years  work,  -aid  he  thought  it  would  yield 
thirty  bushg  the  acre,  X  thouht  it  iMl6  be  alright  but 

when  the  summer  came  on  the  wheat  it  proved  to  be  poor  nlkli  land  all  covered 
with  salertus  a  result  was  it  only  yell'  Irty  three  altogether. 

So  it  made  me  feel  a  little  discourage  at  such  s  crop  but  when  I  thought 

about  it  X  could  not  expect  anything  better  for  the  first  time  X  went  to 

water  it  I  stole  the  water  from  another  men,  but  X  did  not  know  it  as  my 
boss  told  me  to  go  and  water  all  night  end  X  remember  going  on  a 
Sunday  night  and  I  vent  thinking  X  would  give  it  a  good  watering  ?nd  I  turned 
the  water  ell  night  and  It  got  nicely  started  afti  soon  the  stream  etc  g. 
jo  uo  the  ditch  X  went  for  half  a  miles  In  my  bare  feet  ^nd  I  heard  the 
water  going  down  the  other  ditch  and  I  hurried  to  the  place  but  to  iay 
surprise  I  stept  on  a  prickly  peer  bed  with  both  feet  wnd  I  fell  forward 
to  help  my  tee-  ad  was  in  the  tame  bed  1 1  did  feel  terrible. 

However  I  got  up  the  beet-  X  could  and  my  feet  was  so  sore  that  after  X 

had  turned  the  water  which  was  at  the  same  place  that  *  turned  it  first 

I  thought  I  would  make  a  better  dam  this  time,  E  started  back  to  the 

field  but  X  had  a  struggle  to  walk  there  and  I  laid  down  after 
a  while  X  went  to  see  how  the  water  was  doing  ~.nd  to  my  surprise  it  vs# 
stopped  sg®in,  o  X  lild  down  end  tried  to  sleeo  but  eMflUl  not,  I 
we-  in  such  n  in  in  the  morning  I  started  uo  the  ditch  -n1  old  'ether  ole 
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came  alone  and  a  eked  me  if  I  had  "been  (1?)  watering.  I  said  I  had  lie  on  trying 
to  but  someone  had  stolen  my  >ater  or  it  broke  loose,  Said  he  did  Vurlum 
send  you  to  water.  *  said  yes,  well  you  have  been  t-kic  some  other 
mn*  water  that  ie  thr  reason  you  did  not  water.  I  said  1  did  not  know 
it.  \  e  •«  id  ha  knew  that.  He  ssai-J  there  would  be  trouble  about  it.  However 
I  never  heard  anything  about  it  .ny  more  so  1  thought  I  would  stop  till 
October  conference  fine  if  he  did  not  give  -ay  more  I  would  not  come 
back  bo  X  want  along  till  then  and  told  him  I  wanted  to  go  to  conference 
to  see  mother  and  the  girls  and  Vurlum  and  his  wife  went  to  Conference  and 
when  we  wae  about  six  ^ilee  from  tile  ©Ity  on®  of  the  wheels  run  off.  It  was 
,tu3f  d?rk.  "hr  linch  pin  that  hel  ?  the  heel  on  c erne  out  fit,  1  ve  could  not  find 
it  any  where  end  we  had  a  trouble  to  get  in  the  City  but  we  finally  got 
there  at  about  ten  o’clock,  etor  ;od  at  >ra.  3roomhea.de,  It  war  at 
thir  conference  when  the  snow  fell  in  alt  Lake  City  about  two  feet-  this 
was  on  a  Sunday  while  meetings  was  going  on.  It  snowed  all  day  /resident  Brigham 
Young  and  all  the  people  got  terribly  excited  a  a  there  was  six  companies 
on  the  oleins  four  hanb  cart  companies  -nd  two  ox  trains,  about  two  thousand 
souls,  before  the  close  of  the  afternoon  meeting  President  Young  called 
for  volunteers  to  take  their  teams  an  go  and  meet  these  poor  people  and 
all  the  folks  that  had  come  from  the  different  places  to  onference  nearly 
all  volunteered  except  those  that  where  to  old.  y  boss  was  one  of  those 
that  went  after  the  rsoor  Saints  &nd  by  :  outlay  at  noon  there  was  about  50

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move.  Nothin*’  to  eat  for  their  eat  tie.  Snow  so  door  the  Handcart 
companies  h'-d  about  20  yoke  of  oxen  to  each  company  they  nearly  all  (18) 
died  and  scorer  of  the  *>oool  e  froze  to  death,  -one  lost  their  feet,  this 
was  e  terrible*  tale  to  tell.  I  had  to  get  to  ’  ill s rd  the  best  T  could 
h« d  it  not.  leen  for  Vurlur*  going  hack  I  should  have  remains"3  in  the  city 
Vat  he  vented  me  to  cone  back  and  he  would  give  more  when  he  returned. 

So  I  came  hack  and  the  first  thing  I  did  was  to  thrash  or  tram*  out  about 
100  bushels  of  Oats  an'  clean  them  with  wind.  I  got  them  tr  out, 
ana  then  we  got  some  Indian  S'ujrw  to  helo  clean  them.  After  I  had  finished 
the  oats  I  then  ot  up  15  loads  of  woad  and  I  came  all  alone  and  raede  the 
trip  in  one  day,  I  gat  the  wood  about  t  o  railee  south  of  Dry  lake.  I  ms 
about  four  weeks  hauling  wood  fs  the  team  could  not  stand  to  go  everyday 
for  it  would  be  ten  o’clock  at  night  when  I  would  get  home  with  «y  load  of 
wood.  T  was  then  17  years  old.  However  the  bad  weather  and  snow  stored  me 
from  going  to  the  Kanyon  anymore  that  winter.  I  joined  the  choir  at  illard 
and  -re  had  a  good  choir  at  that  time,  had  a  good  leader,  h©  just  came  in  from 
Wales.  -taring  the  winter  of  1856  w#  had  a  great  B ©formation.  An  the  people 
was  c ?lled  uron  to  confess  their  sins  and  then  he  baptised  ©gain  and  on  Heir 
years  day  I  was  baptised  down  at  the  old  grist  ill.  V*  had  to  break  the

ice  which  was  about  six  inches  thick  and  that  "'veiling  I  was  confeite#.  and 
ordained  an  elder  by  resident  Alfred  Cordon  n!  Alfred  Cordon  ms  ordained 
an  Ider  by  President  Brlmha.ra  Yeung  and  Oreon  r  tt  .and  apostle  President 
Youn-*  being  mouth.  rouhet  Jose  3h  Smith  ordained  righam  Young  an  apostle, 
and  Peter,  James,  -ohn  ordained  Joseph  S®1  the  Stgjh  priesthood.  o 

my  ordination  case  about  the  fourth  from  the  ha  d.  I  just  thought  of  that 
while  writing.  I  remained  all  winter  at  my  old  place  tending  stock  Ac. 
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In  the  soring  of  1857  1  was  Israeli  ed  to  go  to  April  Conference  at  Salt 
Lake.  X  h^d  to  go,  I  did  not  know  why,  hut  I  started  on  foot  end  got  a 
ride  one©  in  a  while  and  got  them  in  two  d^ys  (19(  After  T  strived  in  the 
city  I  s  toured  at  Win  Breorhe&ds.  ’ext  aiming  while  I  was  waiving  along  second 
rounth  I  aet  ay  ci stars  Mary  F.«xy  -inn  and  Sarah  and  at  once  S&rlah  said  to  me 
Jim  aft!  Mary  Ann  was  going  to  St.  Louie.  9*his  astonished  me  and  coul'  hardly 
hellers  it.  Nevertheless  it  m-  true.  A©  the  team  had  started  north  with 
their  Luggage  «nd  Cyrus?  %Mne  of  Sno  wills  who  had  he  an  living  ••'1th  them 
had  gone  along  with  t)  I  tgen  Nftft  luggage.  However  in  roisoaay  with  Rasy 
Ann  and  Sari  ah  wo  went  to  the  house  they  h  d  been  living  in  and  found  Jin 
sitting  smoking  hi©  nine.  He  was  surprised  at  seeing  mo  there  and  I  asked 
him  what  was  this  he  was  trying  to  do  *-nd  also  Me  reason  for  going  away. 

Fe  said  he  was  going  to  St.  Louis  to  try  and  make  a  raise.  1  **» id  to 
him  you  can  make  a  raise  here  as  well  a©  yon  can  in  St.  Louis  or  any  where 
else,  t  said  others  has  rr?de  a  raise  here  and  he  could  do  the  same  if  he 
would  work  hut  no  one  would  give  him  ©  raise,  'hit  X  said  you  can  go  if  no 
on©  else  would  hut  he  could  not  take  ‘%ry  -dan  for  I  said  we  had  trouble  enough 
in  bringing  her  here.  w©n  ha  did  not  know  what  to  say  in  answer  to  all 
this  but  he  did  not  care  to  m  then  but  what  to  do  about  the  boy  and  luggage 
was  the  mystery.  However  in  the  %eriny  me  end  my  brother  Charles  Farknan 
Started  after  the  team  end  went  as  far  as  %rainrton  and  looked  all 
round  for  them  but  could  not  find  them  no  pine©  *nd  we  got  back  to  the 
city  early  in  the  raoraiac,  foot  sore  and  terrible  tired,  ifter  two  days 
.Tim  though  he  would  go  after  the  tear  end  the  bey  end  M»*y  -nn  remained  in 
the  City  for  a  few  days  to  see  if  he  was  coming  back.  FoweVer  he  never  came 
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and  she  went  to  tferaington  to  live,  Joshua  and  ~arah  Hrovn.  dy  this  time  I 
had  got  hack  to  illard  and  could  hear  nothing  of  him  or  team  so  I 
hired  a  horse  and  saddle  and  went  north  and  crossed  i sear  diver  (?0) 
on  a  ferry  boat  and  there  1  found  «.i®  in  -asp  all  right,  playing  the 
violin  cin^ing  <kc.  as  happy  as  a  lark  as  though  nothing  was  the  matter, 
fee  was  much  surprised  at  seeing  me  again  on  Me  trail  ana  X  looked 
at  him  and  asked  him  where  Cyras  was,  he  said  he  hid  not  -mow  where  he  was 
as  he  h-  d  not  seen  him  or  heard  of  hi;a  and  thought  he  would  fine  his  way 
hade  or  perhaps  find  me  in  lllaru.  and  to  see  him  so  indifferent  about 
it,  made  me  out  of  temper  and  I  sai  a®  was  a  wonderful  mu  to  be  enjoy¬ 
ing  himself  end  the  boy  lost  among  etr angers  and  his  wife  looking  all  the 
time  for  him  to  return  as  she  never  had  any  thought  but  he  would  come  beck 
with  the  boy  and  the  thin:®.  bit  he  went  on  under  these  circumstances  to 
v*t.  Louis  and  afterwards  married  a  wile  there  and  had  a  large  family  of 
children.  However  vre  have  never  ;  een  him  since.  @  has  been  dead  for  a 
number  of  years  and  >ry  dan  lived  with  bar ah  for  about  three  years 
in  .-.-a n rinptoi*.  Cyrus  io.--t  the  wa$sn  eeaMwAkefi  Is  lllns  .  •  wee  iiyltg 

to  think  he  was  alone  among  stran  era  for  ao  many  days,  all  the  time 
expecting  them  to  com©  along  and  fretted  about  it  end  some  good  kind 
woman  aelced  him  what  he  was  crying  for  and  he  told  her  as  well  as  he 
could  ana  she  gave  him  some  bread  ana  milk  and  after  h©  had  eaten  he 
started  after  the  team  and  as  he  came  near  nrigham  ity  ha  took  the  wrong  road. 
He  took  up  the  canyon  anc  came  through  the  little  valley  what  is  now  called 
Mantua.  her©  wae  ao  house  then  between  arigham  ana  -  ellsville,  end  that 
night  the  boy  was  lost  .  And  he  cried  himself  to  sleep.  In 
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the  morning  he  did  not  know  what  to  do  or  which  way  to  go  and  he  was 
then  for  two  days  and  ni  hts  In  that  lonely  condition.  However  the  third 
day  Jiros*  John  "z ughe m  and  Slal  igge  c»-  se  along  that  way  and  heard  some  one 
cry  they  went  up  to  see  what  or  who  it  was  and  found  the  (21)  little  hoy 
as  he  was  only  about  9  year?  old.

called  out  to  go  end  stop  them.  I  was  saying  1  was  called  and  we  came 
over  to  purism's  fort,  now  ellpville  nd  hare  X  found  Cyrus  at  John 
-ri  '-v-'G  fceuee.  I  wee  1  4  to  in  him  i  ■  tin  eer  hey  mm  flei  eel  to 
see  me  and  this  wan  the  first  time  h#  had  seen  his  folks  for  almost  one 
year.  *m  and  two  young  men  from  -»illard  reraeined  in  the  Slecksailth 
fork  for  two  weeks  one  of  us  guarding  the  horses  and  anything  else  that 
might  come  along.  After  two  weeks,  Jro  James  K.  Brow  came  along  very 
sick  he  had  been  out  for  several  weeks  on  the  lookout  for  the  soldiers.  He 
ealled  us  to  come  vri  th  him.  Ae  we  wa  coaling  down  the  canyon  ^ro.  Brown 
was  taken  sick  with  chills  &e.  He  said  hoys  we  must  stou  and  make  a  fire 
and  make  something  warm.  $o  we  turned  the  horse*?  out  and  went  to  make  a  fire 
hut  we  did  not  have  one  match  among  us  so  we  got  some  res:®  end  out  into  e 


gun,  fired  it  of  and  then  the  mg  mv  on  fir®  and  after  a  while  got 
a  fire  and  made  bro.  drown  hot  tee..  I  don't  know  what  kind  it  we.; 
but  I  think  it  vaa  finger  tea,  but  he  said  hoys'  I  want  you  to  lay  your

cold  winter  there  was  over  ten  thousand  men  out  standing  guard  and  scout- 
inr  all  over  the  country  around  Ham  York  and  3rl#ger  and  Johnstons  Artsy 
though  there  was  ten  times  as  many  as  there  ws  of  our  people  out  in 
the  hills,  "hey  did  not  like  us  to  keep  them  out  they  ell  winter  ae  they 
wanted  to  come  into  Salt  lake  City,  and  have  a.  good  time  but  the  Formans 
scared  then  out  because  they  thought  we  were  to  nany  for  them,  hey  sad©  may

I  spent  but  in  the  atdst  of  it  -  II  I  enjoyed  very  |Ml  health,  la  tt&yoh  we 
started,  bade  home  and  the  night  oef o re  we  started  twelve  of  us  was  called 
go  go  out  an-  ni&ht  herd  so  wt.  coul  i  have  a  good  start  in  the  morninp.  «e 
took  (23)  our  bedding  with  us  and  divided  into  two  watches,  six  in  each. 

I  was  on  the  last  watch  ana  at  about  one  o'clock  was  called  up  to  go  out  and 
herd  the  stock,  !i1he  mo-.s  hi-fi  fallen  a  bout  two  feet  on  hour  bee. 3,  wad 
to  get  out  was  a  Job  and  the  others  to  get  into  bed.  It  was  a  hard 
night  for  us  but  we  survived  and  came  in  with  the  animals  and  started 
about  ten  o'clock.  =e  got  down  in  eber  Valley  and  camped  in  a  grove  of 

fconwoods.  The  snow  was  four  feet  deep.  >e  cut  down  the  trees  and  trimmed 
of  the  branches  and  laid  the-  branches  on  top  of  the  -now  .?nd  st-  d©  our  beds 
on  top  of  them.  In  the  morning  we  had  ;uelted  the  snow  from  the  heat  of  the 
body  and  was  down  in  a  hole  but  we  got  along  and  next  day  brought  us  out 
of  the  canyon,  e  camped  at  east  eber,  a  little  tow  ot  the  mouth  of  the 
canyon,  -ext  day  brought  us  into  ^gden  City  all  well  but  leg  vet  xy  and 
next  day  bborcght  n&  home  in  -ill  nr:!,  ..one  did  I  say,  no  it  v/r 3  not  home 
in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word  but  I  made  up  my  mind  to  feel  at  horn©  ©s

It  was  as  suite  at  death 
They  march  straight  through  town  and  never  sale -ted  any  thing.  -*hey  cross¬ 
ed  the  Jordon  diver  and  camped  overnight.  ext  day  they  moved  ire  the  west 
Bide  of  Jordon  river,  and  kent  going  tell  they  came  into  Ced«r  /alley  end 
settled  down  beside  >  large  spring  and  named  the  pi  ca  Camp  floyd  and  in 
a  few  days  the  (27)  work  commenced  building  their  quarters  and  things  was 
lively  c-nd  lots  of  money  in  circulation.  In  a  short  time  there  was  ten 
thousand  troops  and  not  less  than  tv?o  thousand  camp  followers,  gamMLew  , 
merchants,  lienor  dealer;,:,  and  every  tiling  th-  t  was  in  the  world.

Cattle 
could  be  bought  for  fifty  dollars  for  a  yoke  of  oxen,  good  heavy,  strong 
wagons,  fifty  dollars  each  so  the  people  flocked  out  there  and  all  could 
get  work  and  lots  of  pood  pay  but  some  of  our  people  forgot  who  they  was 
'hey  would  drink  with  the®  end  profane  and  be  one  o  them  end  while  they 
could  get  plenty  of  money,  lote  of  them,  men  and  woa-n  left  the  church  and 
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made  ship* reck  of  their  faith  and  some  got  more  hitter  than  th?  gentiles 
themselves,  This  was  much  to  be  lamented  over  lout  it  shoved  to  us  that 
while  people  wa®  poor  they  was  humble  and  could  be  handled.  But  as 
soon  as  they  got  a  very  little  money  then  they  began  to  chow  What  was  in 
them.  "hey  forgot  the  many  testimonies  they  had  born  and  what  they  had 
don©  and  said  in  defence  o*  the  hatter-;' ay  work.  It  presented  nother 
scene,  a®  you  could  see  ©very  vice  both  at  camp  Heyd  and  Salt  Late  a  City 
rovo  and  Ogden  and  rvny  of  the  towns.  Chou  h  hut  a  young  man  I  look¬ 
ed  on  and  seen  ell  manner  of  evil,  drankedness,  urof amity, 
emokln  gambling,  Ac.  In  the  smarter  of  1856  1  went  to  work  on  the 
Lenders  wagon  road,  which  left  the  old  wagon  road  out  east  of  rock  Spring® 
and  went  in  a  northerly  direction  and  the  Lander*?  road  crossed  Ore  an  river 
sixty  mile?  north  of  the  old  emigrant  road.  I  got  35  dollars  ner  month 
thirty.  (?8)  (At  the  top  of  o?  go  99  1«  written:  Started  from  Came  ^eyd 
90  "*ec.  1856)  dollars  ner  month  was  tfee  -•rice  mid  to  all  the  rest  of  the 
men,  but  being  cook  .got  five  dollars  more.  I  cooked  for  37  wen.  I  had  a 
young  man  to  help  m*  with  ••.•rood  c.  but  I  did  the  work  very  comfortable 
and  gave  good  satisfaction  to  the  boss  end  to  the  men.  While  out  there 
I  bought  a  home  of  an  Indian  for  ?-j  dollars  and  gave  the  horse 
an*  ten.  dollars  for  a  yoke  of  Oxen.  I'his  was  my  first  tew,  Arrived  home 
early  in  iaeptemb-  r.  In  the  beginning  of  October  went  to  camp  floyd  to  work 
chopping  cord  wood,  into  four  foot  lengths.  k>t  two  dollar®  ?■  cord  and  board. 

I  worked  their  for  about  ten  weeks.  On  the  ?Oth  of  -ecember  uncle  Jo  shun  L>rown 
and  me  start"*  from  camp  *‘or  home.  '%*  first  night  camoed  in  r-bout  ton  miles 
from  Labi;  On  th  morning  of  the  "1st  we  started  for  -  It  Lake  r-ity  it  was 
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*  dreadful  cold  moraine.  Gold  north  wind  Mo  win;*.  on  foot, 

dfter  we  bnd  traveled  about  five  miles  came  to  Jordon  river  about 
three  rods  wide  and  three  feet  deeu,  Mle  we  was  looking  and  vonder- 
ing  how  we  was  golsr  toget  over  the  river,  the  sta  e  from  Gann?  ’loyd 
case  alone-  and  uncle  Joe  caught  on  behing  end  got  over  all  ris*ht  but 
how  I  was  going  to  got  over  for  ay  boots  was  froie  on  ry  feet,  but  X 
went  to  a  rock  and  kicked  say  boots  and  they  came  of  very  nicely  and 
X  took  off  all  of  my  clothes  but  my  shirt  and  over  I  wont  and.  re  soon  as 
I  got  out  of  the  water  ay  liah©  was  stiff  and  covered  with  ice.  How¬ 
ever  uncle  Josh  and  some  other  *an  was  there  in  a  log  cabin  and  they 
got  some  cold  water  and  let  me  stand  in  a  tub  and  poured  water  over 
ay  legs  and  thawed  me  out  and  in  a  few  rd mites  I  was  all  right  again. 

e  walked  or  rather  trotted  along  as  it  was  so  cold  we  could  not 
keep  wars  welkin--;  as  we  was  very  thinly  clad.  The  wind,  blew  hard  and  very 
cold  and  sleet  nd  rain.  '*•  pasted  severe!  lo  ds  of  hay  turned  over  end 
eerver-'l loads  of  wood  turned  over  also.  At  about  10  o’clock  at  night  we 
got  to  little  cottonwood  (Sf)  and  sulked  into  a  house.  She*#  was  a  large 
fire.  If  :  1  -  wife  %  t  live  -re.  They  had 

the  table  spread  waiting  for  the  $t- ge  to  come  with  p  number  of  passengers, 
the  same  stage  that  came  to  us  in  the  morning  at  Jordan  river.  In 
coming  along  over  to  cottonwood  the  horses  and  driver  could  not  face  tho  wind 
and  storm  and  they  drifted  off  to  the  left  and  lost  their  rc?  .  y  belief 
it  that  it  being  so  cold  they  was  drinking  whiskey  and  ws  -11  drunk. 

However  at  about  eleven  o’clock  the  st-ge  arrived  ;  n '  th  old  n  •Xiehmrn 
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said  we  would  have  to  give  room  for  the  passengers  so  we  walked  out 
find  it  looked  like  facing  death.  One  man  by  the  name  of  lever  from 
It  Lake  City  was  on  his  vey  home.  He  w&fl  '  up  in  a  of  good 

blanket f  end  overshoes  end  he  said  he  was  freezing  hut  we  told  him 
to  go  in  the  house  as  we  mat  go  or  w©  would  sure  freeze  hat  he  followed 
after  us.  He  got  off  the  road  and  the  next  morning  iro.  aniel  Hill 
found  Mm  froze  stiff,  fhnt  night  we  arrived  at  hro  Archie  Gardners  place. 
M©  run  the  grist  rill  at  Big  Cottonwood.  ©  went  up  to  the  door  of  the 
house,  b  email  house  and  knocked,  lister  Gardner  came  to  the  door.  1 
aeked  her  if  we  could  stop  there  for  the  nieht.  She  said  yes  come  in. 
There  must  have  'been  10  or  1?  man  in  the  house  at  the  time  who 
had  sought  shelter  fro®  the  cold  end  storm,  “he  woman  said  to  those  men 
let  thee*  two  boy©  come  up  to  the  stove  for  they  are  about  perished, 

She  soon  brought  as  a  bowl  of  coffee  and  some  bread  and  butter  and 
mol* seee  end  it  cam®  is  all  right  as  we  was  very  hungry.  *•  h?d  not 
t- sted  of  food  since  six  o’clock  in  the  morning  end  not  a  very  good 
breakfast  then  but  i-e  felt  all  rlrght  after  eating  supper,  The  good 
sister,  for  eurely  she  was  one,  called  George  the  young  m-n  that 
lived  with  them  and  had  charge  of  the  carding  mill  under  the  grist 
mill  and.  said  to  George  take  these  two  boys  down  to  sleep  with  you  in  the 
(30)  Carding  room,  -e  went  along  nd  had  a  good  bed  in  the  wool  ©oft 
and  warm.  e  had  not  been  in  bed  over  two  hours  when  the  ©ta*?e  came 
along  again,  The  same  OS*  that  passed  ns  in  the  mornin  i  nd  the  same  one 
that  cam©  to  little  cotton  wood  when  we  had  to  leave  to  make  room  for  them.

And  It  <? Id  look  like  ve  was  going  Into  the  Jaws  of  death  when  we  went 
out  of  the  house  they®,  hut  throwdi  our  courage  or  pluck  we  got  to 
a  pood  place  for  the  night.  As  I  was  saying  the  stage  earns  along 
about  on  o’clock  at  night.  They  came  into  the  carding  room  for  they  could,  not 
go  any  .further  that  night.  'The  cold  wind -a ad  sleet  was  30  had  t  id  after 
they  got  into  the  mill  they  was  crying  out  oh  say  toes,  oh  fry  fingers 
they’re  all  fro  re,  som-  were.  Heart  morning  we  awake  after  a  food 
night  sleep  and  we  started  for  >alt  Lake  City  feeling  all  right  after  our 
bar  ,,  not  frote  in  any  part  of  our  .  one  o  the  hardest 

trips  of  ay  life  and  to  corse  off  so  wall,  he  next  dry  we  could  read  in  the 
paper  of  men  being  froze  to  death  11  over  the  country  and  it  stated  that 
yesterday  was  the  coldest  day  ever  witnessed  in  Utah,  After  getting  to  the 
city  I  found  'other  and  Mint  '•  ry  nn.  They  wondered  how  ve  survived . 

Uncle  Joshua  and  aunt  -arah  lived  in  f&raiagton  hut  we  regained  in  the 
city  all  winter  living  in  the  seventh  Ward.  ’hiring  the  winter  t  attended 
the  court  proceedings  as  >ro  -lr.net  fer, paeon  was  being  tried  for  intial dating 
the  Judge  on  th  the  year  1856.  The  case  lasted  for  slwit  85  days. 

I  attended  at  least  60  days.  It  was  a  great  case  hut  erguson  was  to 
smart  a  lawyer  himself  for  any  of  them  hence  he  on  the  case,  using  the 
winter  I  in  company  t-itb  some  others  went  up  in  the  (t&r  fcling  room  and  seen 
more  gold  stacked  up  in  the  center  of  the  table  then  I  ever  seen  before  ar 
since.  I  was  a  snuare  table.  our  men  was  at  the  table,  two  betting  and 
dealing  cards  and  the  other  two  exchanged  the  checks  according  to  the  winning 
end  loosin  ;  the  Kioaey  was  not  touched.  It  remain  there  as  a  bank  it  was 
said  3?, 000  was  the  hank.  They  played  for  about  two  days  and  nights

When  on©  of  them  lost.  You  never  heard  %  word  among  the  four  men  hat  you 
could  ( Jl )  see  a  six  shooter  by  the  side  of  each  man.  I  thought  that  they 
looked  terrible  because  I  seen  the  waiter  of  the  house  keep  bringing  up 
four  little  glasses  of  liquor  and  I  wondered  what  would  be  the  out¬ 
come  but  all  came  out  all  right,  une  aade  happy  ■- nd  the  other  perhaps 
alterable  but  during  that  winter  there  was  late  of  gambling  in  Salt  Lake 
City  and  a  number  of  saloons  and  large  store®  going  up  every  were 
and  wickedness  of  ©vezy  name  ©nd  -dnd  was  now  in  Utah.  Camp  Floyd  was 
full  of  dot  tenets  and  evil  of  every  ascription  and  <m  sorry  to  say  our 
people  of  'Doth  sexes  mixed  no  with  them  largely.  Oh  how  bad  it  did 
look  to  see  young  ladles  whose  parents  were  faithful  saints  an:  still 
their  girls  an'  some  of  the  wive'.;  of  faithful  men  who  had  died  true  to 
the  faith  and  young  men  falling  into  the  ways  of  the  low  gentiles  and 
some  of  the  fathers  and  mothers  mixing  no  with  them,  I  had  used  to  think 
what  a  chan  ;©  has  come  over  the  peoole.  How  a  little  money  had  changed 
a  great  cvny  of  our  people.  lots  of  men  who  performed  good  silts  ions  abroad 
and  held  reoonsible  possession®  in  the  church  nd  be  faithful  testimonies 
to  the  truth  and  then  in  a  few  weeks  find  them  with  the  drunkard  end 
mixing  up  with  the  ungodly  and  denying  the  %x©rk  of  the  >ord.  I 
would  look  on  and  contrast  the  \yinter  of  165?  with  the  winter  of  1858 
in  the  fall  and  winter  of  1857  all  the  people  was  much  alarabd  over  the 
Johnson  Army  coming  to  Utah  for  the  express  purpose  of  breaking  up  and 
during  us  out  and  killing  our  leaders  and  now  all  of  us  was  ready,  old 
and  youn  *  to  shoulder  our  gun  and  go  out  on  the  plain*  end.  in  the  canyons 
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to  stem  th©  army  from  coming  in  to  tftah  and  *11  felt  that  he  was  in 
lino  of  his  or  her  duty  to  do  anything  to  h-lp  the  came  along*  » 

I  said  what  a  difference  in  less  than  one  year  with  some  of  our  people 
lots  of  those  men  that  where  full  of  faith  and  would  do  anything  gave 
way  snd  you  could  not  tell  the  difference  of  them  and  gentiles.  Of  course 
this  vac  only  a.  small  portion  hut  far  to  many  hut  I  aa  pleased  to  say 
it  never  faced  me  in  the  least  for  X  took  »  very  little  part  with  it.  t  went 
out  and  worked  with  them  and  for  them  hut  never  forgot  who  X  «*»•  although 
a  very  young  man  only  19  years  old  (J2)  however  l  stooped  in  tho  city 
until  March,  then  we  mv  to  Tartaington.  I  left  the  city  feeling 
that  X  had  seen  and  heard  all  X  wanted  but  T  had  enjoyed  the  winter  fairly 
veil.  *s  I  had  attended  meeting  every  -unday  and  had  enjoyed  that  very  much 
but  X  began  to  think  that  I  would  move  ux>  to  Cache  Valley  and  take  up  a  farm 
as  this  was  uppermost  in  my  mind,  -ince  the  boginnin  of  dpril  1859,  me  and 
uncle  Josh  brown  and  a  company  0i  testae  .  .  ,  •  3d.  I  drove  te&a  for 
Joseph  fid  radge  end  ve  arrived  on  what;  wee  called  Maughams  fort  now 
wellsvllXe  and  the  first  thing  to  do  was  to  sake  a  bridge  across  little 
Bear  •- iver.  Then  ruite  -  number  sieved  up  to  sua&lt,  now  -nit afield,  ■ 
end  Bre,  Brown  west  ur  there  end  took  10  acres  of  land  each,  near  where 
the  tows  wee  to  be  built.  Be  put  in  feres  of  wheat  there  but  for  some 
came  ’  ncle  Josh  end  Aid  radge  did  not  like  bunanit  vnd  we  sold  our  crop 
then  moved,  hack  here  to  Belleville  an;;  ro*de  alara  of  the  'bottom  land  and 
settle  down  as  this  being  the  place  for  us  so  *ldredge  his  eon  uncle  Josh  and 
me  took  «11  the  bottom  land  and  commenced  slowing  no  put  is  about  14  acres. 
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of  wheat  and  in  short  time  Al dredge  4  Son  moved  to  Logan,  re  the  ^eoole 
had  commenced  to  locate  there.  So  we  bought  tha  other  two  out  well  we 
went  to  tlie  canyon  for  fencing  materiel  and  while  we  was  doing  this  the 
river  went  down  and  cattle  commenced  to  cross  over  and  eat  our  grain  and 
we  could  not  stop  it.  o  l  see  we  waa  not  goin-  to  rale©  any  cro  .  So  one 
•Sunday  bout  the  "beginning  of  June  l  left  everything  *»d  walked  over  to 
irlghara  City  ;,n<5  on  looking  north  of  town  I  seen  a  company  of  va&one  and 
I  started  to  see  who  they  were  end  on  my  way  own  I  met  two  men  end  X 
asked  them  what  company  that  was,  they  said  it  wns  Landers  outfit  going 
out  to  build  ?-  wagon  raod.  C'hcy  tol<;  us  they  was  full  &'  it  is  no  use  your 
going  to  try.  bell  I  said  I  will  go  end  sea  them  anyhow  so  T  v  nt  end 
seen  the  young  mm  that  was  hose,  X  had  never  seen  him  before,  X  field 
I  met  two  men  and  they  told  sir  you  had  all  the  men  you  vented.  Said  he 
your  name.  1  told  him.  ie  said  we  have  t  place  for  you  if  yon  want  it  t*nd 
said  he,  yon  can  have  your  old  job  a.r  cook.  So  X  said  (33)  all  right  end 
the  boys  were  all  so  glad.  I  h-d  coma  for  they  had  been  in  doubt  at  to 
whether  I  knew  when  to  come  and  sure  enough  I  did  not  knov  c-ny thing  •«  bout 
it  but  e imply  came  to  see.  lownrfir  I  took  of  my  cost  and  commenced  work 
This  time  T  had  only  ?5  si©n  to  cook  for,  but  I  b-d  the  sane  wgat  35 
dollars  per  month.  Co  we  moved  on  crossed  the  river  at  "ropy1©  ferry 
and  camped  across  from  Clinton  next  day  went  up  ala.d  Valley,  end  next 
went  over  the  divide  into  %rdh  Valley  over  to  the  Portnuff  river  then 
through  squaw  valley  then  to  ^lackfoet  iver  then  over  to  Gray  Lake  and 
went  over  to  Salt  River  valley,  Commenced  work  where  we  left  of  last 
year,  e  worked  out  there  till  last  of  July  and  finished  up  at  -ose'e 
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fork  1?  mile*  from  the  crossing  in  Snake  Ivor  Valley  th  -n  we  returned 
by  way  of  Bannock  Valley  aid  A&lad.  If#  got  three  mnt  y,  I  brought 
home  with  me  two  horse®.  After  I  got  home  to  cache  valley.  I  commenced 
to  prepare  fo  hauling  hay.  However  I  herded  the  stock  in  connection 
with  father  «?&mes  illiamson,  as  the  Indians  was  very  troublesome  this 
fall  stealing  cattle  Ac.  so  that  we  had  to  herd  every  thing  after  I 
had  herded  during  the  day  I  had  to  t  ake  ray  turn  in  standing  guard  at 
night.  After  a  few  weeks  things  quieted  down  and  then  I  was  ting  up 
my  hay.  uring  this  time  I  wa*  living  with  father  iarkinson  and  family, 
'."hey  were  very  kind  to  m  a®  I  was  alone.  The  folks  was  at  Farmington 
sometime  about  the  last  of  November  I  went  do*u  after  thorn  and  while  I 
was  away  winter  set  in  ad  we  had  to  come  around  by  Col Ins ton.  Hnow  was 
deep  but  we  got  through  all  safe  although  it  was  &  hard  trip  especially 
for  women  and  children,  there  was  Bother  Dailey,  Maiy  Ann  and  nnle. 

Aunt  Sarah  Brown  had  two  children,  perhaoc  three,  ary  A-ne, Charles  &  I 
believe  ~ar&h  Ann.  'This  was  a  long  end  a  hard  winter,  -  anew  and  very 
cold.  hristmas  cams  on  cut  before  this  we  had  organised  the  first  Sunday 
school  with  father  James  B  Hawk  in©  (3^)  as  superintendent .  t  taught  the 
-ook  of  oriaon  class.  Cur  school  numbered  about  ?0  in  all  and  had  only 
two  or  three  books.  In  ay  class  my  two  sisters  an'  me  did  nost  of  the 
singing.  t  Aristma*  1  got  the  choir  to  go  around  and  serenade  the  town 
or  fort,  tfe  had  a  most  excellent  time.  The  people  received  us  very 
kindly  and  we  was  out  all  night,  Bams  at  new  Years  we  had  a  dance  on 
Christmas  ni$at  and  new  yee rs  also  our  meetin.-_  house  was  very  small. 
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14  s.  16  and  our  music  was  Tory  scarce  only  one  violin  and  there  was 
to  many  for  the  house  so  we  divided  no  and  one  pert  vent  to  iro .  John 
•  ogham's  House,  -  Bishop  H.  J&ugfa&m  aa  M  one  that  went,  to  John 
aughams  house,  hut  when  we  got  there  we  had  no  anisic  so  X  was  called  to 
■eke  music  for  the  dance.  Being  a  good  whistler  I  h*'~  o  ay  best.  John 
awghem  end  >yo.  Frank  Coun&ell  did.  the  eallin  end  v©  had  a  good  time  all 
tiie  seme.  In  those  days  1  could  make  as  good  male  as  a  flute  or  piec&lo. 

In  February  uncle  Joshua  and  myself  went  to  ilville  Cc  nyon  to  get  #*  out 
lumber  and  was  over  there  nil  week,  coming  home  on  Saturday  evening 
having  to  walk  and  drive  two  yoke  of  oxen  and  had  shots  on,  ay  socks  got 
wet  and  froze  to  s <y  feet,  When  X  got  home  my  shoos  '"rose  to  ry  feet 
and.  I  found  my  big  toe  of  ay  left  foot  was  badly  froze.  I  was  laid 
up  for  si r  weeks  which,  troubled  m  very  smeh,  as  I  was  not  able  to  do 
anything  the  rest  of  the  winter,  In  the  forepart  of  wS  sold 

one  of  my  horses  for  two  cows  and  steers  and  afterwards  I  tola  the 
other  horse  for  &  fine  yoke  of  ©sen. 

In  the  spring  we  started  to  plow  and  caw.  *e  got  along  slow  for  want  of 
a  good  plow.  Good  plo  s  was  s  scarce  article,  '  e  h- d  s  home  made  one  and  did 
very  poor  work  but  we  did  the  best  we  co  > .  .  o  of  water  ditches 

to  siake.  Mostly  with  pick  and  shovel,  no  cro  ers  them  day&.  is  I  was 
saying  very  poor  plows  for  the  work,  always  breaking  (35)  and  it  was  nuch 
different  than  now  as  more  can  be  accomplished  in  one  week  th# n  could  be  in 
on©  nth  then,  o^evor  ne  and  Josh  r  iso f  about  five  hundred  bushels 
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of  grain  this  season.  htd  to  raov  our  hay  by  bend  with  a  sytfce, 
haul  it  six  miles  with  oxen,  one  load  every  day  and  then  we  cut  our 
grain  with  a  cradle  and  bind  it  by  hand  and  then  we  threshed  it  with  a 
chaff  pilloe,  that  is  only  a  horse  oower  and  a  cylinder  straw  chaff 
an  wheat  cane  together  and  then  we  rake  the  straw  of  and  rush  the  wheat 
and  chaff  together.  Then  put  it  through  a  fanning  aeel  turned  by  hand. 

In  the  fall  of  i860  I  built  m  a  new  house  made  of  logs  sawed  in  to. 

There  is  one  oert  of  my  history  I  have  failed  to  give  as  it  had  escaped 

ay  memory  and  that  is  with  regard  to  my  first  marriage  which  took  place  on 

the  fourth  day  of  January  1660.  In  the  fall  of  1856  a  family  came  to 

were  I  was  then  living  at  «ill^rd.  hey  came  across  the  plains  to  this 

country  in  the  head  cart  company;  mother  and  four  daughters,  ages  about 

^0  lieabeth,  Sarah  18,  -a egret  14  and  ary  10,  they  had  buried  the  father 

on  the  plains  and  they  felt  it  keenly.  I  sympathised  with  the  family  in 

their  condition  end  during  the  years  185®  and  59  the  nether  desired  a boUt  it.(l) 

At  time  rolled  along  e  young  man  in  Ogden  commenced  to  pay  his  addresses 

to  Margaret.  The  family  moved  to  Ogden  City  *.nd  in  the  winter  of  18 58 

they  were  premised  to  a? eh.  The  young  nan's  name  was  illiaa  Hancock 

but  in  the  summer  of  1859  he  left  the  count ry,  r‘hey  did  not  know 

where  he  went  to  and  in  the  fall  of  1858*  «s  I  was  going  to  'srmington  I 

called  to  see  them.  I  did  not  see  'argaret  but  taw  the  mother  and  she 

told  me  argaret  had  gone  up  to  (  -che  Valley  to  tee  her  sifter  -a rah  who 

was  married.  The  mother  told  me  to  take  rg-aret  when  ever  I  felt  like 
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it,  {36)  hen  I  returned  with  the  folk,  I  found  her  in  allsville 

» 

at  her  sisters  end  her  toeing  a  at render  hero  I  took  her  to  the  donee. 

In  a  few  week*  all  at  once  we  got  carried,  .Bishop  ’m.  H.  sughara 
•nerf©  rased  the  ceremony,  tfter  one  month  w®  thought  *?e*d  go  down  to 
O&gen  to  see  her  mother,  got  tnare  on  Saturday  end  to  our  great 
surprise  v,e  found  the  young  ?'m.  Hancock  there  end  about  broken  hearted, 
eyring  ell  the  time  we  we. a  there.  Uf  course  the  folks  was  welsh  end 
they  could  talk  and  X  did  not  understand  and  the  folks  thought  she  should 
have  Marrl  ft,  They  kept  it  up,  talking  sad  ~>ereoAding  her  to  do  that, 
end  it  ftpue  red  that  .»m.  was  willing  to  take  her  for  about  five  days, 

’hey  tried  hard  but  could  stake  no  impression  on  Marge  ret  but  on  the  sixth  day 
they  succeeded.

I  ’rent 
out  to  feed  my  team  end  the  teacher®  came  to  the  yard  to  see  me  and  said 
young  m*n  don’t  you  know  that  there  is  a  feeling  against  you  in  that  house 
so  thick  it  could  be  cut  with  a  dull  spade,  and  said  they,  that  old  hypocrite 
of  a  woman  is  trying  to  take  that  girl  from  you  end.  if  you  want  t,o  keep 
her  you  had  better  get  her  away  as  you  can. 

T  told  them  that  the  old  lady  had  done  that.  X  did  not.  cere.  X  wee  go¬ 
ing  home  tomorrow  morning  and  did  not  think  she  would  go  -dth  m  and  I  did 
not  care.  The  two  men  felt  wry  bad  over  it.  So  when  morning  e  ir;  T  got 
up  and  got  all  re^dy  end  said  I  am  rt-dy  ~or  home  ask  you  are  you  going.  She 
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said  you  don't  want  me  do  you.  I  said  I  did  not  after  what  I  hfd  i?i  tressed 
there.  ihe  went  to  talk  to  her  wo  trier  about  n’  her  mother  told  her  to  go 
up,  so  that  no  one  would  suspicion  her  but  to  cone  back  as  soon  as  she 
could  do  so.  dhe  came  and  1  told  her  X  did  (3?)  not  cere  for  her 
cosine  a.®  it  was  all  s  blind,  iowever  1  never  o»red  for  her  my  sore. 

In  about  one  month  she  went  hack  to  O^en  end  in  April  I  reeel vm  word 
to  go  down  in  may  and  give  her  a  hill  of  divorce  and  l  did  so.  hen  X  was 
leaving  ellsville  to  down  to  give  her  a  bill,  half  of  the  woman  eezoe 
out  and  said  now  don't  you  trl  i -r  ba ek.  Well  1  got  to  Ogden  and  among 
other  things  I  asked  her  what  on  earth  she  Harried  mo  for  when  ?he  was 
engaged  to  hr.-,  -‘•a  Said  because  she  had  always  lover  me,  I  1  did 

not  believe  it  and  in  loss  than  on©  hour  in  Court  her  plea  was  that 
she  never  did  nor  can  love  Itti  varies  Ballsy#  ft*#  judge  smiled  and  asked 
should  he  make  out  the  bill.  I  said  yea.  'hen  he  -  sked  who  war,  going  to  pay 
for  it.  ;;-t  this  the  mother  asked,  the  t!udw  who  h  cl  ought  to  pay  for  it.

I  returned  horn®  feeling  raueh  batter  than  when  1  went  a  way.  v>n  ay 

way  home  storied  with  fr  ;  . . y  was  gjl&d.  1  had  got  rid 

of  her.  Whs®  I  got  into  Weil  swill  e  where  Bankheads  now  lived,  President 

Peter  Paugha®  met  no  and  said,  did  she  come  back.  I  said  no.  I  *..»  glad,  said 

he,  you  have  got  rid  of  her.  She  weu3  I  you  no  w-  ,  %w  said  he 

be  faithful  and  I  will  promise  you  when  you  marry  eg?, in  you  will  merry 

two  rood  faithful  Latter-day  wints  and  shall  be  blessed  with  a  large  family 
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of  children.  This  made  me  feel  curious,  hut  I  thanked  him  kindly  for  Ms 
interest,  he  took:  in  me,  end  for  his  blessing  -nd  r>  nowise.  low  this  was 
in  the  Spring  of  i860  and  it  took  three  and  half  year©  +o  bring  it 
about,  however  1  went  along  minding  ray  own  business  and  did  not  pay  any 
attention  for  nearly  two  year®.  In  the  & rin  of  1861  there  was  & 
call  for  £50  men  to  go  across  the  nlains  to  gather  the  roor  sa  ints 
that  had  come  from  England  and  other  (89)  carte  of  the  world  end 
Belleville  -oortion  was  three  men  end  1?  yo^e  of  Out  M  one. 

President  %ughstn  called  for  volunteers  ^asters.  Bro.  -Tohn 

Owen,  #«.  Seadford  and  myself  presented  our  names  r-nd  -ro.  Bnugho.m  said 
you  are  Jilt  the  men  ve  want  and  the  exit  v«gea£  e  as  the  s-na  way. 

AH  of*  our  outfit  came  from  the  peonle  and  they  did  fhrst  rate  and 
on  the  first  of  April  wo  left  tho  Snow  wa®  in  the  mountains  and  hollows 
was  all  drifted  full  of  snow  and  it  was  cold  raining  nearly  all  the  time 
for  two  weeks  which  made  it  %  r  man  and  teams.  However  we  long  all 

right  till  va  was  going  over  the  mountain  to  where  far k  ity  is,  lots  of 
snow  an 5  mild.  I  was  cook  for  seven  11  the  way  down  at 

drove  team  also.  After  8  ot  out  I  t  ft  r  |  r  river  in  the  last  vt 
had  better  weather  •  nd  better  roads.  In  order  to  make  nt  Journal  more 
complete  I  must  here  relate  a  dregm  I  had  on  the  -her  -  iver  in  C'oleville. 
Bro.  Bnadford  rnd  me  was  sleeping  in  the  wp  on  and  1  dreamed  that  was  about 
to  marry  again  nd  I  was  going  to  marry  two  wives.  One  I  h?,d  seen  and 
was  acquainted  with  but  I  could  not  place  her  end  the  other  I  had  not  yet 
seen  an-  I  awoke  end  t*  .  ■■dforfl  my  dream,  be  Mil  that  e®  string# 

•-nd  I  went  to  sleep  and  dreamed  the  taa*  reaa  again  then  the  third  time. 
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hovev  r  I  thought  It  Ot  range  aye  elf  that  t  should  dreaai  the  ©erne  thing 
thre?  times  In  ^accession  as  I  was  not  very  much  in  favor  of  that  principle 
for  1  had  lived  with  family  in  plural  marriage  and  could  see  it  was  some¬ 
thin  ‘  for  married  women  to  do  to  it,  but  the  natter  confronted  and  I 
went  alona*  thinking  about  it  and  the  promise  made  by  Peter  Kmkhaa  and  some¬ 
times  tendered  could  there  he  any  thing  in  it  an  thought  I  would  leave  it  in 
the  hands  of  0o&. 

We  vended  our  way  along  end  across  the  plains  cattle  feet  getting 
sore  and  some  sick  (J9)  we  would  keep  meeting  company  of  migrants  going 
to  Oregon  £  California  and  they  would  look  at  us  and  wonder  what  was  the 
matter.  **.#  all  of  the  jrmons  going  hack  to  the  state®,  lown  the  plstte 
river  it  was  fine  roads  and  plenty  of  feed  then  we  mnde  good  time.  Sowever  we 
‘arrived  at  Florence  on  the  Missouri  dver  in  the  ?0tb  of  June  end  rested 
for  nearly  one  month.  By  and  by  the  emigrants  came  up  the  river  two  or 
three  thousand  and  there  was  lots  of  fins  looking  girls  as  one  could  wish 
to  see  end  of  course  the  young  men  was  making  selection  of  then.  However 
this  did  not  enter  my  mind  eo  I  made  no  selection  at  all.  ifttf  a  while  we 
got  out  laada  of  people.  If  14  to  the  wagon  end  we  was  told  Where  we  could 
go  to  get  our  loads.  I  vent  to  a  bouce  afl  &i rooted  aal  found  my  whole 
Ini,  Lro.  '  ir-.  Paxman  greeted  me  very  kindly  end  said  to  the  folks,  here 
is  our  honorable  teamster  and  looked  over  them  end  oald  to  myself,  these 
sre  all  right,  all  nice  end  clean  folks  and  I  think  I  had  a  choice  load  and 
we  got  along  nicely  all  the  way.  One  girls  told  bro,  John  Ovens  that  she 
had  took  to  me  more  than  any  one  in  the  Company  and  asked  him  all  shout  me 
and  he  told  h  t  Mfl  encouraged  her  In  her  venture.  He  told  me  all  -'bout 
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her  end  what  ehe  had  said  tut  I  toli  him  I  didn't  think  I  ould  "bother  about 
any  girl,  However  the  next  day  after  ditti  vtU#  waiting  for  the  cattle 
she  wanted  to  walk  out  of  caiap  and  chat  &  little.  I  didn't  care  about  going 
but  Lro,  Owens  go  on,  so  we  went  ~-lon  -nd  I  oon  found  out  her  mind, 

but  did  not  give  her  ns-  er.  Then  as  t  ttl«  e&me  in  I  told  her  I 

would  see  her  egain.  I  told  2hfl§«  Owens  my  wind  did  not  there.  Could 
not  (  word  illegible  )  any  reason  for  it,  ell  he  said  tell  her,  don't  fool 
her,  •  o  in  ?  bout  two  d  .ye.  I  tol  ‘  her  1  wanted  to  see  her  and  after  prayers 
w©  walked  along  to  our  'Vices  md  I  asked  her  if  aha  had  not  fallen  in  love 
(40)  with  me  and  she  frankly  admitted  she  h  d.  I  told  her  she  should  not 

have  done  20  and  here  I  me do  up  a  story,  T  toli  her  I  hid  been  married 

once  end  my  wife  left  we  because  I  was  rr an  to  her,  aid  believe  that 

and  did  not  care  then.  I  ssid  I  was  promised  to  on  at  homo  thinking  that 
would  ■  g§  her  mind.  reeved  are  yo"  1  saints,  said 

I  yes.  '■*h-.n  she  pile  well  you  can  marry  her  nf  them  me  afterwards,  Then 
my  dream  came  to  me  ?s  fresh  as  when  X  dreamed  it  sad  it  remained  so  all  the 
way  to  Salt  Lake,  but  as  ve  will  see  later  on  it  was  not  the  time  end  she  was 
not  the  one  while  I  had  no  hand  in  arranging  the  matter.  Had  it  hf.ye  been  it 
ai  -fit  h':fe  bom  different,  but  X  hold  that  the  Lord  h-  d  laid  out  the  plan 
and  X  had  to  «ait  his  time,  Huffi  reason  of  narrative  is  to  show  to  my 

sons  and  daughter?  that  there  vis  s  stuch  inspiration  about  my  entering  into 
plux&l  marriage  as  there-  was  in  one  being  bom  into  this  world  at  the  time 
•  nd  place  or  in  being  baptised  into  the  hurch  •  nd  that  the  Lord  brou^it  it 
about  in  hie  own  way  and  at  that  particular  time  and  as  to  who  whose  wife© 
should  be  because  that  man  of  God  bro,  deter  ' ‘augham  spoke  by  the  spirit 
of  the  Lord  at  the  time  he  made  the  nromise  in  i860. 
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However  on  the  22nd.  of  September  ve  arrived  home  all  safe  to  our  families 
and  after  resting  for  a  few  days  commenced  work  in  l nyon  %c.  preparing 
for  the  winter  thrashing  was  late  and  fall  r  in?  came  on  us  and  we  were 

not  prepared  for  rainy  weather  as  the  roofs  of  the  houses  was  raade  of 

willows  straw  and  dirt  and  after  a  h-r?  r-  in  it  would  leak  for  days. 
could  not  get  lumber  as  there  was  only  one  say/  mill  in  this  part  of  the 
valley.  ell  it  r-ined  all  winter,  hots  of  grain  in  stack  spoiled.  It 
was  the  most  miserable  winter  aver  spent  but  we  wa<-  all  in  the  seme  condi¬ 
tion  and  we  made  the  her  t  of  it.  *looi'  every  wore  land  slider  end  great 
di struct ion  everywhere.  It  we*  lj te  in  the  spring  of  IB6?  before  we  could 

diet ruction  everywhere.  It  was  late  in  the  spring  of  1862  before  we  could 

put  in  crops.  The  lands  (41)  was  so  wet  but  we  had  big  crops  that  season, 

“but  travel  was  bad  everywhere.  The  teams  teat  went  after  the  poor  saints 

had  high  water  to  contend  with,  ve  had  a-  good  season  everything 
grew  and  prospered.  I  raise:;  i  good  croc  but  we  h  d  a  terrible  time  to  get 
our  seed  grain  over  to  the  oast  fiel  on  account  of  Big  creek  being  so  high 
I  carried  a  seek  of  wheat  over  on  my  shoulder  on  trestles  ve  h  i  made  to  g o 

and  come  on  foot  teams  once  over  had  to  stay  over  until  we  was  done  c roping 

but  every  thing  came  out  all  right.  In  the  month  of  June  in  company  with  50 
sen  was  celled  to  go  out  east  by  today  springs,  bear  lake  and  around  that 
part  of  the  country  to  find  out  a  nearer  route  to  furnish  grain  for  the  over¬ 
land  mail  %  Express  was  gone  about  one  month  afterwards  f  number  of  us  went 
out  Boses  ork  to  purchase  waggons  from  emigrants  going  to  in  search  for  gold 
in  ontana  and  others  placet.  Indian?  were  trobuleeome  this  see  son  so  that  ve 
could  not  do  as  ve  expected  however  ve  got  a  few  wagons  the  lr n<  being  wet 
our  crops  gr^v  all  right  without  watering.  ell  ve  had  good  ti^es  in  winter 
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ve  ha  a  our  theaters  and  dances?  and  as  a  general  thing  had  good  ti^ee. 

-orae times  in  this  summer  (written  shove  line:  186?)  Aunt  5  ary  um  and 
uncle  ifeton  were  m?  cried  "very  thing-  eeemed  \roneroue  e  still 

live  in  a  fort  at  the  Inaians  have  be  n  very  troublesome  we  mve  h  d 
guard  the  fort  night  and  heard  our  c&fctle  -aye  which  made  it  very  hard 
for  working  men  hut  this  we  had  to  do  for  our  own  safety  but  we  cot  along 
with  out  any  serious  trouble  during  the  winter  e  had  our  theatre  and 
Amusements*  Bad  lots  of  snow  however  the  sprin  of  I663  came  --Ion  all 
right  an<  another  call  for  men  ana  teams  and  our  proportion  was  9  men  and 
8  teems  y, ?  yoke  of  Oxen  ana  one  horse  and  ctan  for  guard.  I  was  called  at 
the  head  of  the  list  to  take  chv  ge  of  llsvill,  end  on,  Kyra®,  ■«  pared  is# 
teams  20  in  number  this  season.  I  cooked  for  12  r^en  end  drove  tea®  and  did 
it.  cheerfully  &  easy  the  boys  gave  ms  good  (42)  assistance  and  as  soon 
as  we  got  in  camp  noon  or  night  we  set  to  work  and  had  our  meal  ready  in 
thirty  minutes.  Ve  haft  a  ha rd  time  to  get  such  a  -  fit  out  of  men  and 
teams.  ork  cattle  was  not  so  plentiful.  X  took  my  first  steer®  that  X 
raised  along  with  me.  However  got  fitted  up  and  started,  bi shoe 
A res ton  was  certain  of  rj  wagons.  e  st  rtc-d  lo  of  pril  (written  above  line  : 
I863)  and  went  through  the  fountain  to  nrigh^m  and  had  a.  hard  road  lots  of  snow 
drifts  and  mud  and  stormy  weather  till  we  got  behind  -alt  Lak*  City,  luen  it 
got  more  pleasant.  Captain  >  re  : ton  would  ask  me  all  about  the  road  and 
how  to  make  our  drives  for  feed  and  water  a  a  I  was  the  only  one  that  had 
been  twice  along  the  road  but  I  remembered  the  roe  from  the  first  time  I 
came  when  a  boy  when  we  got  on  the  Alatte  ilver  we  met  more  ©Emigrant 
coming  vest  than  before  b  nd  they  was.  surprised  to  see  so  runny  teams 
coming  from  btah.  ’‘here  was  1?  large  cosrofnie;  S0x75  wagons  in  each, 
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coETDP.ny.  In  later  part  of  June  we  arrived  at  Florence  and  found  f  1  ;rge 
crowd  of  reopl©  there.,  :fter  we  been  two  weeks',  on  -  day,  while 
standing  at  a  atore  about  6  of  nr  three  youn  ladies  a  -e  alon/-  and  X  re¬ 
marked  boys  there  copies  my  pirl  whom  will  be  my  ife  and  the  boys  looked 
at  vie  and  asked  me  which  one  I  said  the  middle  one  they  »•  id  you  h?ve  never 
seen  or  eooke  to  her  yet.

V|  had  about  15  keg®  of  ar  il  for  the  Salt  Lake 
Sfafaernaclo.  ko  na.de  good  tifte  till  we  get  to  Sweet  water  then  feed 
was  very  scarce,  e  y  dry  summer  t  ten  the  cattle  began  to  fall  off  in 
flesh  t'kin- sick  aao  lots  of  them  died.  It  is  than  a  teamster  feels  bad. 

I  remember  loo* in*?  one  at  aeuen,  however  after  a  hard  journey  we  arrived 
in  veit  Lake  ity  end  finally  "ot  unloaded.  K©w  I  did  not  know  whether 
Johnnah  and  her  mother  um  going  to  stop  in  the  city  or  going  to  Cache  '.4th 
m®  as  I  let  them  have  their  own  way  about  it.  There  had  been  so  many 
friends  to  see  and  took  them  buggy  riding  while  we  me  unloading*  but 
the  time  came  to  move  north  for  feed  end  I  went  and  asked  Johannah  '•»  mother 
what  they  ms  going  to  do,  go  with  me  or  stoo  in  the  city  and  the  answer 

ms  we  are  going  with  you  all  right,  bo  we  started  and  three  leys  brought 
us  to  -ellsville  (written  at  top  of  page:  Arrived  Sift,  1?)  then  trouble 
commenced  if  I  dare  call  it  such,  for  as  I  forgot  to  state  that  I  had 
a  girl  at  home  that  I  had  keot  company  with  for  one  ye,  r  and  of  course 
meddlers  would  meddlr  nd  try  to  ke  trouble,  however  I  kept  cool  and  did  all 
I  could  to  keep  things  level.  -fter  every  one  that  anted  to  s  y  so  much 
then  I  commenced  in  real  emest  end  said  what  I  had  to  say.  I  remember  the  first 
night  I  took  Susannah  home  from  singing  nraetice  at  the  gate  wes  standing 
father  Hawkins  end  as  we  got  to  the  gate  she  gave  me  orders  to  leave  at 
once,  making  so  much  noise  t  thought  1  h-fa  better  obey  and  go.  I  went  and 
said  nothing.

T  may  say  that  it  war  the  grandest  step  of  my  whole  life  and  while 
it  brought  its  many  ceres  and  as  some  would  call  it  trials  yet  I  never  felt 
it  as  such  while  many  things  might  have  bean  avoided  had  we  known  better 
but  we  had  to  pass  through  the  eroerionce  to  find  out  who  (45)  we  were 
but  by  proving  true  ai  faithful  to  the  end  the  proaiee  a®  sure,  no  matter 
who  my  say  to  the  contrary. 

How  T  have  narrated  my  courtship  and  no  .triage  to  show  to  my  family  that  I 
was  not  the  instigator  of  this  matter  for  I  we  not  fully  coaver’  ed  to 
that  principle  from  what  X  h>  d  seen  and  hoard  but  I  was  brought  to  see  it  in 
a  taarvelou?  way  and  was  brought  to  believe  it  and  to  obey  it  and  can  say 
of  a  aurlty  that  I  know  if  be  trie  a?  much  so  as  hautisim  for  tie  remission 
of  sins.

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will  believe  It  to  "be  true.  -<ell  thank  "od  I  had  th-  r oumge  to  eabraee 
it  la  is?f  youth  and  found  bow  to  go  h  nd  In  h~sn.d  with  oe  notwithstanding  we 
have  lots  of  opposition  but  through  the  hie :  sin  of  -od  we  f  re  doin^  a* 
well  as  we  can  and  ere-  doln^r  well  with  the  nowled  -s  w®  have  end  are  as 
properous  as  those  that  have  only  the  on«.
